I have the honour to submit, for your EiceUenoy’s consideration, the Thirty-third 
Annual Report on Marriages, Births, and Deaths in Ireland. 


OEIfERAZ. SUMMARY. 

The Marriages registered in Ireland during the year 1896 number 23.055 ; the Births 
107,641 i and the Deaths 75,700. The maixi^e rate althoughnot high (5'06 per 1,000 
of the estimated population) is considerably in excess of the average rate for the ten 
years 1886-95, and is the highest rate for any year since 1871 ; the birth rate (23-6 per 
1,000) is somewhat above the average for the ten years 1886-95, and is the highest 
rate for any year since 1884 ; and the death rate (16-6 per 1,000) is much below the 
average for the ten years 1886-95, and is the lowest rate for any year .since 1871. 

The recorded natural increase of population, or excess of births over deaths, was 
31,941 : the loss by emigration amounted to 38,995 ; there would thus appear to have 
been a decrease of 7,054 in the population during the year, but against this decrease 
there is a set-off in immigration, of which no official record has been obtained. The 
estimated population in the middle of the year was 4,560,378.

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There are 2,626 Local Registration Officers holding office directly under the Depart- 
ment or who have entered into bonds with the Registrar-General for the duo discharge 
of their duties. During the year X89$, 590 cases of vacancies or appointments were 
dealt with. 

I append a table showing the number of Searches made, and Certificates issued at the 
General Register Office ; also the amount received as fees for same, in each year, since 
the commencement of the Acts for the Registration of Births and Deaths and of 
Roman Cathohe Marriages in 1864. It will be observed that the entries under these 
heads in 1896 showed a considerable increase as compai-ed with those for any preceding 
year.

During the financial year ended 31st March last 751 cases were reported of offences 
f^ainst the Acts administered by this Department. On careful inquiry into the 
circumstances, in 217 cases prosecutions were ordered to be instituted against the 
offenders. In 134 of these the parties were convicted and punished; in 71 the proceedings 
were abandoned, the parties (in most instances) paying the costs of court and complying 
with the law ; in 5 cases the summonses were dismissed, and there are 7 cases regarding 
which the result has not as yet been reported to this Office. 

The cases dealt with included the following offences : — Neglect to roister Births ; 
neglect to register Deaths ; neglect to furnish Certificate of Marriage ; failure of 
Coroner to furnish Certificate of Inquest ; giving false information as to age at death, 
as to cause of death, and as to duration of illness ; giving false information as to 
Births, viz. — registering illegitimate children as legitimate, and misrepresenting date 
of birth ; falsi^ng Medical Certificate ot Cause of Death ; falsifying extracts from 
Registers.

Tho number of Marriages registered during the year is 23,05.“), being equal to 5'06 
per 1,000, of the estimated population,* a rate which is ’01 over that Tor the previous 
yoav, and ’53 above the average for the ten years 1886-95. 


Of tho 23,055 Marriages registered during last year 15,733 were between 
Koman Catholics; 3,980 were celebrated aocormng to the rites and ceremonies of 
the Church of Ireland ; 2,436 were in Preab^rian Meeting-houses ; 492 in 

“ Itoglstcrod Buildings ” belonging to various religious denominations ; only 388 by 
civil contract in the llegistrars’ offices ; 8 were according to the usages of the Society 
of Friends ; and 18 according to the Jewish rites. 


The Roman Catholic Marriages are equal to a rate of 4‘58 per 1,000 of the estimated 
number of Roman Catholics, being 0 ‘4 7 over the corresponding average rate for the 
preceding ten years, and the other Marriages represent a rate of 6 '53 per 1,000 of all 
persons other than Roman Catholics in the population, this rate being 0'60 over the 
corresponding average rate. 


Of the 3,980 Marriages according to the rites of the Church of Ireland, 52 were 
by special licence, 3,371 by licence, 513 after the publication of banns, 8 on Registrar’s 
certificate, and in 36 instances there was no information afforded as to which of these 
methodvS was adopted.

There being no civil restrictions as to the time or place for celebrating marriages 
between Roman Catholics in Ireland, a registration of the churciies and chapels of the 
Roman Catholic Church is not necessary for the purposes of this office; but with 
reference to other religious bodies, a record is kept of the places of Divine worship in 
which marriages may lawfully be solemnized without special licence, and from this it 
appears that, on the 31st December, 1896, there were 1,488 churches and chapels of 
the Church of Ireland, 607 registered Presbyterian Meeting-houses, and 381 
Registered Buildings” belonging to various religious denominations. Compared with 
the previous year, these nurooers show no change as regards the Church of Ireland, 
an increase of 2 in the number of Presbyterian Meeting-houses, and an increase of 2 
in the total number of ” Registered Buildings.”

Of the 23,055 marriages registered during the year 1896 there were recorded— 
in the first quarter 7,264; in the second, 5,451; in the third, 5,220 ; and in the 
last, 5,120. 
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The marriages of bachelors and spinsters constitute 87 ’4 per cent of the total ; those 
of widowers and spinsters 8'1 per cent. ; of bachelors and widows 2‘6 per cent ; and of 
widowers and widows 19 per cent. Thus, lO'O per cent, of the men married were 
widowers, and 4*5 per cent, of the women were widows ; and in 13 instances in every 
100 marriages one or both of the contracting parties had been in the married state before.

A comploto rogislry of tho exact ages of the persons married would be valuable froin 
many points of view: hence it is matter for regret that in the great majority of 
instances tho ages are not recorded. The requirements of the law are techmeaUy 
cmplied with by the entry in the age column of “minor” or of “ Ml ^e as the 
case may bo, and there seems to be a general and increasing molmation to take 
advantage of this circumstanco. as in 189G the ages of both parties were specified in 
4 235 CMCsonly, being loss than one-fifth of the totaf number of marriages. In the 
y’eai- 18S5, when 30,802 marriages were registered, the ages of both parties were 
given in 13,910 instances. 

Of 23,065 men married during the year. 479, or 2'OB per cent., were minors ; and of 
the women married, 2,004, or 8'69 per cent., were under age. 


The highest proportion of husbands (2-59 per cent.) married under age in 1896, was 
in toe province of Leinster, andin toe province of Ulster there was the highest per-cen- 
tage 01 wives (9'45), not of full age. 

It may be added that toe per-cent^e of persons married in Ireland who were under, 
age is viy far below toe corrosponding rates in England and Scotland. 

The signatures of toe contracting parties in the marriage registers or oertifiiate, 
afibrd a rough test of tl>u progress of elementary education. In toe year 1896, 19^^336, 
or 83-9 per cent., of the husbands, and 19,707, or 86'5 per cent., of the wives, wrote their 
names, and toe remainder signed by marks.

Those fiffures show a considerable improvement as compared with the corresponding 
results in the firal of the preceding ten years, the per-centage of persons married in 1886 
•who -wrote their names being — men 76 6, and women 747, and they exhibit a great 
advance when compared with the per-centage for the year 1864, when the general 
registration of marriages in Ireland was established, in which year but 61 in every 
100 men, and 50 in every 100 women married wrote their names. 

The per-centages for the several provinces last year range, for men, from 77 in 
Connaught to 86 in Leinster and Munster, and, for women, from 82 in Ulster and Con- 
naught to 89 in Leinster and Munster. 

In 1,564 cases both of the parties married signed the register by “mark,” and in 
3,939 the register was thus signed by either the husband or the wife, so that in 5,503 
cases, or 23’ 9 per cent, of the total number of marriages, one or botli of the parties 
signed by mark \ and in 17,552, or 76’1 per cent, hoth parties wrote their names. 

The proportion per cent, of persons married in each of the eleven years 1886-96, 
who wrote their names in the registers or certificates, of minors, of widowers, and of 
■widows are given in the following Table for Ireland, and for each of the four 
provinces.

In projjortion to ^pulation at all ages, the registered marriages were most numerous 
in the province of Ulster, in which, however, the rate was only 5'8 per 1 000 of the 
population, iiccordmg to the Census of 1891 ; Leinster comes next with 5'4 per 1 000 • 
Munster third, with 4'1 per 1,000 ; and Connaught last, the rate being 3-5 per 1,000. 

The highest rate for any county was 8 l per 1,000 of tlie population in 1891, which was 
gie ra.arnt^e rate for Antnm ; and the lowest 3-3 per 1,000, for Clare and Hoscommon. 
Between these, the most favourable were 7'3 for Dublin, and 6-1 for Down* and 
the least so 3’4 for Galway, and 3‘5 for Waterford and Mayo. 


BIRTHS. 

The number of births registered during the year 1896 is 107,641—55,329 boys 
and 52,312 girls, or 10o*8 of the former to every 100 of the latter— the rate afforded in 
proportion to the estimated population being 1 in 42 4, or 23’6 per thousand, which is 
0-7 ovor the average rate per 1,000 for the ten years, 1886-95. 

Of the 107,641 children whose births were registered in Ireland during the year 1896, 
104,822, or 97'4 per cent, were legitimate, and 2,819, or 2*6 per cent., were illegitimate I 
the average per-centage of illegitimate for the preceding 10 years was 2*7. It is 
unnecessary to say that these results compare very favourably with the returns for 
most other countries. 

Of the children bom in wedlock during the year, 53,896 were males, and 50,926 
females, being I05'8 of the former to eveiw 100 of the latter, and of the illegitimate 
children 1,433 were males, and 1,386 females, or 103*4 boys to 100 girls. 

Comparing the provinces, we find that the per-centage of children born in Ulster, 
who were illegitimate, was 3*7 ; in Leinster, 2 4 ; in Munster, 2*3 ; and in Connaught,

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The respective total birth-rates for the provinces in 1896 were — Leinster 23*1 
per 1,000 of the population in 1891 ; Munster, 21*7 ; Ulster, 24*6 ; and Connaught, 
20*7. 

The four counties having the highest rates are Antrim, 31*2 per 1,000 of the 
population in 1891 ; Dublin, 28*8 ; DoAvn, 28*1 ; and Kerry, 23*1. Those with the lowest 
rates are — Monaghan, 18*2 \ Roscommon, 18*2 ; Fermanagh, 18'3 ; and Cavan, 18*5. 
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Ot the total births, 51 4 per cent, were registered in the first six months of the year 
(182 days), and 48*6 per cent, in the second Wf of the year (184 days). 

The number registered in the first quarter was 27,267 j in the second, 28,108 ; in the 
third, 26,482 ; and in the fourth, 25,784. 


DEATHS. 

The number of deaths registered during the year is 75,700, being equal to 1 in CO'2 or 
16‘6 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The deaths of males number 37,364, and 
those of females 38,336, the former being equal to 16'5 in every 1,000 males living 
and the latter representing 16'7 per 1,000 females. 

The death-rate (16’6) is 1'6 under the average rate for the preceding ten years, and 
1'8 under the rate for the year 1895. 

As usual, very many of tbe Registrars furnished at the close ot each quarter 
valuable notes on the sanitary condition of their respective districts. These notes were 
embodied in the Quarterly Returns issued from this Department, and emanating as they 
did, from gentlemen qualified to speak decisively on the subject, it is to be hoped that 
they received the serious attention of the various Local Authorities intrusted with the 
administration of the Public Health Acts. 

With respect to the death-rates for the four provinces, the rate for Connaught is only 
12'3 i that for Munster is 15‘0; for Ulster, 17'3; and for Leinster, 17'D per 1,000 of 
the population in 1891. 

Of the thirty-two counties, the four having the lowest registered mortality are — 
Mayo, 11*6 per 1,000 ; Leitrim, 117 ; Kerry, 12’4; and Roscommon, 12’4. 

Those in which the rate was highest are — Dublin, 23'2; Antrim, 21 ‘3; Down, 
18’6; and Waterford, 18T. 

The deaths registered in the 6rst half of the year gencrallj^ outnumber those in the 
second. In 1896, 53'2 per cent of the total deaths were registered in the six montlis, 
January to June inclusive, and 46‘8 per cent, in the remaining six months of the 
year. 

The annual rates represented by the deaths registered in each quarter are as follow: — 
First quarter, 18'5 per 1,000 of the population ; second, 16'8 ; third, 14-1 j and 
fourth, 16’9. The rates for the first three quarters are below, and that for the fourth 
quarter is above, the corresponding average rates for the respective quarters in the ten 
years, 1886-95. 

From the Table on p-p. 174-183 it will he seen that, of the 75,700 deaths registered during 
the year, 2,359 took place in Infirmaries and General and Spccicd Hospitals ; 946 in 
Public Lunatic Asylum^; 8,413 in Workhouses and Workhouse Hospiialsi and 63,982 
were of persons who died “At their Own Homes, def As in former Reports a Table 
(see nao6s 184-5) is given showing like information for those Registrars' Districts in 
which the principal Urban Sanitary Districts in Ireland are situated. 

The deaths in “Infirmaries and General and Special Hospitals” constitute 3*1 per 
cent, of the total number, the per-centages for the four provinces varyin^^ from 0*4 in 
Connaught to 7 ‘7 in Leinster. Over eleven per cent, of the deaths registered 
occurred in Workhouses or Workhou.se Hospitals, the respective pcr-ccntagcs'^for the 
provinces being— Leinster, 13‘2 ; Munster, 16-2 ; Ulster, 7-4 ; and Connaught, 7*9.

I. — Specific Febrile on Ztmotio Diseases. 

The number of deaths from Specific Febrile or Zymotic diseases registered during the 
year 1896 was 6,682 (3,193 males and 3,489 females), or 146 in every 100,000 of the 
estimated population, being 1,244 under the number for the preceding year, and 1,315 
under the average for the ten years, 1886-95. 

Of the 6,682 deaths from zymotic diseases 3,881, or 58'1 per cent., were amongst 
children under 10 years ot age.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* registered during 1896 form 6‘8 
per cent, of tlic deaths from all causes, and are equal to 113 in every 100,000 persons 
living ) t]ie avorago annual mortality from tlie same diseases in the preceding 10 years 
represented 7 -0 per cent of the average number of deatlis from all causes, and was equal 
to 127 deaths in cjvory 100,000 of the population.

dmall-pox. — There were but 4 deaths from Small-pox registered in Ireland during the 
year 1896 ; all occurred in the Dublin. Registration District. During the preceding 
yeartlic disease caused 14G deaths, and in the year 1894 there were 72 deaths from it, 
but the totjil number for the eight earlier years of the decennium, 1886-95, was 27. 
According to the Returns 2 of the 4 persons who died from small-pox last year were 
unvaccinated, and in the i*emaining 2 cases there was no statement as to vaccination. 


il/ea.s/cs.— The number of doatlui fi-ora Measles registered is 516, being 215 in excess 
of the number for the preceding year, but 369 under the average, for the ten 
years, 18HG-95. Of the 516 deaths la.st year, 214 or 41 per cent, were in the 
Union of Belfast (where 3.9 per cent, of the fatal ca.ses of the disease in the 
year ] 89.5 and 37 jjer coiit. (»f those in 1894 occurred), 13 in Iiiishoweu Union, 63 (equal 
to 1 nor 1,000 of the jwpulation) in Londonderry Union, IG in MiJlford Union, and 74 
in other parts of Ulster, the total number for that province being 380 or 74 per cent, of the 
gross number for Ireland; in Munster there were 81 deaths from the disease (including 21 
— e^ual to 1 per 1,000 of the population — in Bandon Union, 17 In Clonakilty Union, 14 
in Kinsalc Union, and 15 in the Union of Skibbercen); in Connaught, 34, of which 18 
were in Tuaiu Union, and in Leinster 21 only. 


Scarlet Fever. — There were 752 deaths from Scarlet Fever registered, against 590' 
for the preceding year, and an average of 5S2 for the ten years 188G-95, during which 
period the yearly numbers ranged from 308 in the year 1891 to 973 in 1887. Nearly 
one-fourth of the total number tin* Ireland last 3 ear occurred in the Union of Belfast, 
whore the disease caused 182 deaths, and in the two Unions of Dublin North and Dublin 
bouth tliere were 149 fatal eases. The only other Union in which the deaths from the 
disease numbci-ed 20 or upwards, is Londonderry, in which there were 27. The total 
nuuiber for the province of Leinster is 242 ; for Munster, G3 ; for Ulster, 407, or 54 per 
cent, of the number for Ireland ; and for Connaught, 40. 


Tifplms . — Deaths from Typlims, which, with some slight inteimissions, ha<l gradually 
fallen from 405 in thu year 1887 to 192 in 1895, fell to 129 last year. There are only 
5 Unions in whicli 5 or :norc deaths were registered, and the highest number for any 
of tlicse Unions is 9, the number for Cork Union. The total number for the province 
of Leinster is 18 ; tor Munster, 57 ; for Ulster, 28 ; and for Connaught, 26. 


Simple continued and ilX-defmed Fever. — The number of deaths tabulated under this 
heading is 133, being 11 over the number for the preceding year, but less than that 
in any other of the ten years 1S8G-95, and 106 under the average annual number for 
thatiJcriod. Of the 133 deaths 42 occurred in Leinster ; 48 in Muuster; 17 in Ulster; 
and 26 in Connaught. 


Enteric Fever. — ^With the exception of that for the year 1892, which it exceeds by 2, 
the number of deaths (716) from enteric fever is lower than the number for any of the 
ten years 1886-95, and is 95 under the average for these years. The rate per 100,000 
livino* represented by the deaths from this disease is 15*7, being 1*5 under the average 
rate ?or the ten yeai-s 188G-95. The respective rates for the four provinces for last 
year are, Leinster 18-9 per 100,000 ; Munster 10'2 ; Ulster 18‘7 ; and Connaught 9*5. 
Of the 224 deaths from enteric fever in Leinster, 135 (equal to 0 4 per 1,000 of the 
population) were in the Dublin Registration District ; and of the 303 deaths in Ulster, 

1C3 equal to 0'6 per 1,000 of the population in 1891 — ocemred in Belfast Union. 

Compared with the numbers for the preceding year the deaths from enteric fever in 
the iWblin Registration District show an increase of 29, and those for Belfast Union a 
decrease of 81. In each of the ten years preceding there was a substantial decline in 
the Dublin number, wliile that for Belfast showed a slight tendency to increase. The 
deaths from the disease last year in the two areas combined constitute 42 per cent, of 
the total number from enteric fever in Ireland. More than one-half of the total number 
of deaths from this disease occurred in persons aged between 15 and 35 years. 
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Table XI.— Showing for the year 1896 tlie Deaths from the several forms of Fever at each Ago-Poriod, with tho 
proportion to the number of the living at each Age representud thereby. 
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Whooping-cough. — Last year as in the year preceding the morbrlity from whooping- 
cough. was below the average, the number of deaths for last year being 1 ,040 or 233 under 
the average for the ten years 1886-95, during which period the atinual numbers ranged 
from 1,047 in 18U5 to 1,493 in 1890. The 1,040 deaths are equal to a rate of 22'8 per 

100.000 of the population at all ages : the respective rates for the four Provinces are — 
Leinster, 17'S per 100,000 of the population; Munster, 208; Ulster, 27*0; and 
Connaught, 20'1. Of the 212 deaths from whooping-cough in Leinster 163 (equal to 
0*5 per 1,000 of the population) were in the Dublin Registration District. The 244 
deathsin Munster comprised 33 in Waterford Union and 176 in the County of Cork, 
including 26 (equal to 1*2 per l,i»00 of the population) in Oonakilty Union, 29 in Cork 
Union, 21 (equivalent to 1’4 per 1,000) in Dumuanway Union ; and 29 (or 1‘5 per 1,000) 
in the Union of Kinsalc. Of tlie 438 in Ulster, 223 (equivalent to 0 8 j)ur 1,000 of the 
population according to tlie Ceu-sus of 1891) were in Belfast Union, 20 or 1'2 jior 

1.000 of the population, in Cairickinacross Union, 23 in the Union of Lorulonderry, 
and 22 in Newry Union ; and the 146 deaths in Connaught compiiso J& (equal to O'S 
per 1,000 of the population) in the Union of Cairick-on-ShannoD, and 18 in Sligo Union. 

Diphtheria caused 323 deaths, Ijeing 18 over the number for the preceding year, but 
30 below the average for the ten years 1886-95. Of the 323 deaths, 195, or 60 per 
cent, occurred in the province of Ulster (including 50 in Belfast Union), 52 in the 
province of Leinster, 49 in Munster, and 27 in Connaught. 

Enjsipelas. — The number of deaths from erysipelas is 179, being 37 under tho 
number for the preceding year, and 44 under the average for the ten years 1886-95. 

Puerpe^xd Fever. — The number of deaths from this diseajse is 252, being 6 G under 
the average for the preceding ten years, and 69 under the number for the year 1S95. 

Influenza. — For the ten yeai-s 1864-73 (during the greater portion of which period 
there , was not any epidemic outbreak of the disease), the average annual number of 
deaths from influenza registered in Ireland was 1G6, or 0-3 per 10,000 of the population, 
the yearly number ranging from 311 in 1864 to 96 in 1868 ; for tlie following ten years 
(1874-83) the average number was 82, the highest being 124 in 1875, and the lowest 
39 in 1882 ; and for the six years, 1884-9, the average was 34 only, the numbers varying 
from 2l to 44. In 1890 the deaths fi'om the disease amounted to 1,712, or 3*6 per 

10.000 of the population ; in the following year they fell to 891, or I’fl in every 10,000 
living; in the year 1892 they rose to 3,742, or 8T in every 10.000 of the popula- 
tion, and equal to 4-2 per cent, of the deaths from all causes; iu 1893 they fell 
to 1,310, or 2-8 in every 10,000 of the population; in 1894 they again rose, the 
number for the year being 2,032, or 4'4 in every 10,000 persons; in 1895 they 
fell to 1,896, or 4-1 per 10,000 ; and last year they declined to 729 or I’G per 10,000 of 
the estimated population. In the province of Leinster the influenza death-rate in 1896 
was 2-0 per 10,000 of the population according to the Census of 1891 ; in Munster, 
1-3 ; in Ulster, 1*5 ; and in Connaught I '2. The county rates range from 0*2 per 10,000 
in (jlare County to 37 in Carlow. 

The Table (XII.) on the opposite page shows, by Sexes and Age-Periods, the 
distribution of the deaths from influenza through the several counties.

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Simple Cholera. — Thei’e were 142 deaths ascribed to tliis disease, being 2 over the 
number for the preceding year, and 60 over the average for the ten years ]88G~!>/). 
Those recorded in 1896 consist of 53 in Leinster, 27 in Munster, 61 in Ulster, and 1 only 
in Connaught. 

DiaiThcea, Dysentery. — The number of deaths tabulated under this heading is 1,421, 
being 7 over the average for tlie ten year's 1886-95, but 148 under the number for 
the year 1895. The rate per 100,000 living represented by the deaths from these 
causes is 31’2. being 1‘2 over the average r;\te for the preceding ten years. The 
respective rates for the four provinces are — Leinster, 39‘8 per 100,000 ; Munster, 28 8 ; 
Ulster, 33'6 ; and Connaught, 9’1. Seventy per cent, of the deaths under this heading 
in Leinster were in the Dublin Registration District, and 47 per cent, of those in Ulster 
occurred in the Union of Belfast. 

Three males and two females died from Hydrophobia. One of these deaths occurred 
in the province of Leinster, 3 in Munster, and.l in Ulster. 

II — Parasitic Diseases. 

There were only 53 deaths from diseases of this class, but this number is 12 in excess 
of that for the year 1895. 

III — Dietetic Diseases. 

The number of deaths horn dietetic diseases i.s 167, including 1 .56 from intemperance, 
43 of which (40 males and 3 females) were caused by delinuui tremens, and 113 (S3 
males and 30 females) come under th§ head of chronic alcoholism. The number of 
deaths from intemperance registered in the year 1895 was 188, and in the preceding 
year 145. 

IV. — CoxSTITDTIOKAL DISEASES. 

From diseases classified aa “constitutional” there resulted 15,377 deaths (7,412 
males and 7,965 females), affording a rate of 1 in 4‘9 of all the deaths, and equal to 
337 in every 100,000 of the population. 

Phthisis or Pulmonary Consumption. — Phthisis proved somewhat less fatal tb«n usual, 
the number of deaths being 9,051 (4,374 males and 4,677 females), or 198'5 in every 
100,000 of the estimated population, while the average for the preceding ten years was 
10,031, or 212'5 per 100,000, and the lowest rate for any year in that period 204 4 per 
100,000, the rate for the year 1888. 

As heretofore, Leinster and Ulster yield the highest rates, and Connaught the lowest. 
The rates for the four provinces are as fellow : — Leinster, 211 per lu0,0U0 of the 
population; Ulster, 208; Munster, 184; and Connaught, 141. 

Of the 3,368 deaths from phthisis in Ulster, 1,079 occurred in Belfast union, tlii.s 
number being equal to 372 per 100,000 of the population according to tlio Census 
of 1891 ; and the 3,508 fatal cases of the di.sease in Leinster comprise 1,073, or 307 per 
100,000 of the population, registered in the miions of Dublin North and Dublin South. 

Of the total number of deaths from phthisis in Ireland, 6,922, or 76 per cent., wore 
of persons aged 15 and under 45 years of age.’ 

Tahes Mesenterica caused 799 deaths, and Tubercidur Meningitis 1,131, and 1,002 
deaths come under the head of Miscellaneous for'ins of 'Tuhercidosis, Scrofula. 

Tvhercvlosis. — The deaths from phthisis and those recorded under the tlircc 
headings last referred to, comprise nearly all the deaths from tuberculosis, and it may 
be seen that, taken together, they amount to 11,983, which number is equal to 15'8 
per cent, of the deaths from all causes registered in Ireland during the year, and 
represents a mortality equivalent to 2'6 per 1,000 of the population. 

In view of the special interest attaching to the subject at the present time, and having 
regard to the fact that the statistics sl.ow that this high death rate is not exceptions 
nor confined to the year 1896, but on the contrary, is slightly under the average rate 
yielded by the mortality from these causes in Ireland during a long series of years, I 
have had the following Table (Table XTIl.), constructed. It shows the deaths from 
each chief form of tubercular disease during the year 1896, and each of the 25 years 
preceding, with the ratio of these deaths to the deaths from all causes and to the 
population. . Decennial averages and averages for tlie 25 years, 1871-95, are also 
inmuded. The average rate per 1,000 of the estimated population for the whole of this 
latter period was 2*7 per 1,000, which was also the average rate for the ten years 
1881-90, and the five years 1891-5. The average for the ten yeai-s 1371 -80 was 
slightly less, viz. : — 2‘6 per 1,000, but as regards this rate it may be observed that it is 
most probably somewhat under the actual average, as in the absence of the aid derived 
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from tho system of Bnriul Tloturns introduced in the year 1 879, under the Public Health 
Act of 1S78, the registration of deaths was not as full or satisfactory na it ]ias become 
since that date. Taking the years from 1879 up to the present time, the average rate 
WM 27, and it will be seen that the extreme rates were 2*9 and 2-5 per 1,000, tho former 
being the rate for the year 1880 (in which year the general death rate wa.« considerably 
above the average), and the latter that for the following year, 1881. There can be but 
little <loiibt that tlio distress which ])revailed in tho latter part of the year 1879 and 
the eju-licr months of 1880 accelerated the deaths of many delicate persons labouring 
under tubercular disease, and thus led to the high tubez-culosis death rate in 1880 a 
fact M'hieh would account to a great extent for the fall in the rate in the following year. 
It will b(5 observed tliat since the year 1881 the fluctuations iu the rate have been 
very slight.

Cancer caused 2,437 (1,100 males and 1,337 females), being 266 over the 
average for tho ten years 1886-95, and 141 over the number for the last year of that 
period! The latter increase was chiefly in deaths of males which were 105 more 
numerous than in the year 1895. i , 

The following Table shows, by Sexes and Age-periods, the deaths from Cancer 
registered durijig the year 1896, arranged according to the part of the body affected by 
tho disease ; also tho number of deaths to 100,000 of the living at same age. It will 
ho observed from the Table that the deaths entered under the flrst eleven headings 
therein, wliich relate to various parts of the head, neck, and throat, amount to 516, and 
that of those, 303, or more than two-tliirds, were deaths of males. 577 of tho classified 
cases were deatlis from cancer of the stomach ; 281 females died from cancer of the 
breast, and 169 females from cancer of the uterus. The Table shows also the total 
deaths from cancer in each of the ten years, 1886-95, arranged by Age-periods. 
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V. — Developmental Diseases. 

The number of deaths in this class ia 1(),460, of which 15,819 (7,19!) males and 8,G20 
females), or 20’9 per cent, of the deaths from all causes, were ascribed to old age.” Of 
the remaining 641 deaths, 518 are tabulated under the head of '‘premature birth” ; 27 
were caused by atelectasis, 8 by cyanosis, 57 by spina bifida ; «%c. 

VI. — Local Diseases. 

The deaths from “ local diseases” amount to 30,108 (15,324 males and 1 4,844.foiniile.s), 
or 39 ’9 per cent, of the deaths from all causes; but in the preceding year the deaths 
in this class amounted to 34,055, and formed 41 '1 per cent, of the deaths from all causes. 

DUeaaes of the Nervous System. — From this group of diseases there resulted 0,510 
deaths — 3,305 males and 3,145 females. They include 2,310 from eonvulsioiis (nearly 
all cliildren), 1,185 tabulated under tliG head of “hemiplegia, brain paralysis”; 238 from 
paraplegia and diseases of the spinal cord ; 1,175 from apoplexy ; 416 from inflammation 
of the brain or its membranes ; 264 from epilepsy ; 434 from iusauity (general paralysis 
of the insane) ; 9 (one male and 8 females) from chorea or St Vitus’s dance ; 1 07 from 
softening of the brain, &c. 

Diseases of the CircidcUory System. — Diseases of the circulatory .system caused 5,832 
deaths — 2,949 males and 2,883 females. 

Diseases of the Respiraiory System.* — The mortality from diseases of the respiratory 
system*" was less than in any of the ten yeai’s preceding and, allowing for decreaso 
of population, shows a decline equivalent to 21*4 per cent, as compared with the average 
rate for that period. The number of deaths fi-om the di.seases in this group is 11,236 — 
5,760 males and 5,476 females — or 24G‘4 in every 100,000 of the population. In the 
preceding year 1.3,948 deaths from, these causes were registered, being equal to 304'9 
per 100,000 living, and the average number for the ten years, 1886-95, was 14,790, or 
313'5 per 100,000 living. The respective rates for the Provinces, in 1896, are — Leinster, 
270 per 100,000 persons; Munster, ‘J23 ; Ulster, 265 ; and Connaught, 155. 

Of the 11,236 deaths from these causes 6,64G (3,113 males and 3,533 females) were 
from bronchitis, a decline of 2,168, or. 2.5 per cent. a.s compared with the number from that 
disease in the preceding year ; 3,271 (1.948 nudes and 1,323 females) from pneumonia or 
inflammation of the lungs, being 342 under the number for the preceding year ; 423 from 
croup ; 187 from asthma and omphy.scma ; 212 from pleurisy ; 131 from laryngitis, &o. 

Diseases of the Digestive System. — These diseases caused 3,998 dcatlis (2,008 nialoa 
and 1,990 females), including 3G7 from enteritis or iutlammation of the bowels ; 40.5 
from peritonitis or inflammation of the covering of the bowels; 371 from ileus or 
obstruction of the bowels ; 12C from hernia ; 5 (3 mal^ and 2 females) from fistula ; 
*269 — 1G9 males and 100 females — from cirrhosis of liver; &c. 

• Disca.ses of the Urinary System. — To the various affections of this order of disea.scs 1 ,442 
deaths (943 male.s and 499 females) wore ascribed. Of these deaths, 59G (338 males and 
258 females) were from Bright’s disease ; 28 1 from acute nephritis or inflammation of the 
kidneys ; 16 from suppression of urine; 14 from stone in the bladder ; 59 from urannia, &c. 

The remaining deaths from Local Diseases comprise (53 from Diseases of the Lymphatic 
System and of Ductless Glands ; 578 from Diseases of the Reproductive System (including 
151 from diseases of the Organs of Generation and 427 from the Accidents of Childbirtli) ; 
276 from Diseases of the Onjans of Locomotion: and 175 from Diseases oj the Integu- 
mentary System. 

VII. — Violent Deaths. 

The number of violent deaths registered during tiie year is 1,976 (1,311 males and 
665 females), or 43*3 in every 100,000 of the population, being somewliat higher than 
the average rate for the ten years 1886-95. Accidents or negligence caused 1,798 of those 
deaths (including 408 from burns or scalds and 329 from drowning) against an average of 
1,668 ; the number of cases of homicide (murder and manslaughter) was 49, or 41 below 
the average ; and the number of eases of suicide was 129 against an avenige of 124. 

Inquests. — There were 2,620 inquests reported to the Begistrars during the year I89G, 
being 1 inquest to every 29 deaths registered. 


AGES. 

Deaths of infants under 1 year old numbered 10,200, being equal to 9 ’5 per cent, of 
the number of births registered. 

Amongst children under 5 years of age 16,065 deaths occurred — a mortality equal to 
35*3 in every 1,000 of the estimated number of the living at that ^e. Of those, 8,G64 
were boys and 7,401 girls ; the former number representmg 37 *5 in every 1,000 boys 
and the latter 33*0 in every 1,000 girls under 5 years old. 
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The deaths of pei-sons aged 65 years and upwards are equivalent to 8-5 per cent oi 
the estiujated number of the living at that age. 

Among the deaths registered are 734 of persons stated to have been aged 95 years 
or upwards— 342 males and 392 females; of these 153 (.59 males and 94 females) were 
returned as having been 1 00 years or upwards. In the absence of public records for remote 
periods, absolute verification of the ages of very old persons is not obtainable, but 
secondary inquiries liaving boon mado as regards persons returned during some 
recent years as centenarians, it was found, in almost every instance, that, so far as the 
Registrars could ascertain, tliu ngo was correctly stated. 


EMlGBATIOIf. 

According to the Return.s obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metro 
polihm P(jlice, wlio acted as enumerators at the several Irish seaports, the number of 
ernigrants (natives of Ireland), who left Ireland during the year 1896 was 38,995; 
of tliesc 17,751 were males and 21,244 were females. Of the whole number, 3,842 were 
from the Pnjviuco of Leinster; 15,485 from Mnnster; 7,434 from Ulster; and 12,234 
from Connaught. 

Of the total ejuigrants from Ireland in 1896, 6'9 per cent, were under 15 years of age ; 
83‘7 per cent, were between 15 and 35 years old ; 9'4 per cent, were 35 or upwards ; and 
in 10 instances the jiges were not specified. 


PRICES OF PROVISIONS, AND PAUPERISU. 

The average price of the 4 lb. loaf in Dublin in the year 1890 was 5d., being -jd. over 
the average price for the previous year.* Oatmeal (1st quality) averaged 12i\ 7d. per 
cwt. in Dublin : the average price for 1895 was 13 j. 7d.; the average jiriees of potatoes 
in Dublin ranged from !*•. lid, to 2s. ] Id. per cwt., against 2s. lid. to 3s. lOd. in 1895 ; and 
those of beef from 43s. (id. to 54s. per cwt, against 4Gs, 6d. to 57s. fid. in 1895.

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Surveying th.e period covered by several Tables in this Report, I’.e., 1896, and the 
ten years preceding, it is found that beef was lowest in the year 1887, when the average 
prices ranged from 44s. to 53.«. Sd. per cwt., and 1896 when they ranged from 43s. 6d. 
to 54s. ; oatmeal (1st quality) was cheapest in 1896, in which year the average price 
was 12s. 7d. per cwt. ; and potatoes, in 1896, when the average range of prices \vi\a 
from Is. llrf. to 2s. 11^. per cwt. The highest average price of oatmeal was 16s. 7d. in 
1886 ; the highest range for potatoes, 3s. 6d. to 4s. 2d. per cwt. in 1891, and for beef, 
50s. Bd. to 62s. per cwt in 1890. 

From Returns, for which I am indebted to the Local Government Board, it appears 
that the average number of workhouse inmates in Ireland on Saturdays during tbe year 
1896 was 41,990, being 271 over tbe average for the preceding year ; and that tlie 
nvei*age number of persons receiving outdoor relief was 54,396, or 3,132 under the 
corresponding number for 1895. 


THE WEATHER. 

The following paiticulars and those given on pages 23-46, which are inserted 
by the kind permission of the Editor of the Dublin Journal of Medical 
Science, have been derived from Retunis of Meteorological Observations hikeu in 
Dublin City by J. W. Moore, Esq., m.d., f.r.c.p.i., p.r.mbt. soo. ; and publislied in the 
Journal during the years 1896-97. The Tables on pages 186-188 also, are founded 
on Dr. Moore’s observations. 

The mean Atmospheiical Pressure has been obtained from daily readings of the barometer at 
9 A.M. and 9 F.M., corrected aud reduced to 32® Fahrenheit ab the mean sea level. The Mean 
Temperature values have been deduced from the maximal and minimal readings of the thermometer 
in the shade. The Rainfall is that measured daily at 9 A.M. A 7'ainy day is one on which at least 
one-hundredth C’Ol) of an inch of rain folia within the twenty-four hours from 9 A.M. to 9 A.M. 

The Mean Hdghi. of the Barometer during the year 1S9G was 30t)10 inches. Tlic highest 
observed reading was 31 ‘020 inches at 10 a.m. on January 9th. Tlio lowest observed loading wsts 
28*593 iuchas, at 1 P.M. on March 3rd. The extreme range of atmospherical jn’cssurc wjia 2*427 
inches compwed with 2140 inches in 1895. 

The Mean Temperature of the year, deduced from the arithmetical mean of tlio mivximal and 
minimal readings of the thermometer in the shade wa.s 50*7“. The highest reading was 80*8® on 
June 16th ; the lowestmading was 26*2'’ on November Gth. The avci*ago mofin tempomtunv f(ir the 
yeoi-3 1876-95, calculated in the same way, was 48*7“. The mean tomperaturc deduced from tlio 
daily readings of the dry bulb thermometer at 9 A.M. and 0 P.M. was 49*6''. 

Rain fell on 194 days, including snow or sleet on 7 days and Iiail on 18 days. The avcnigo 
annual number of rainy days in the years lS7<>-95 was 197*0. Tlio total ruinfiiil measiu’cd 25'9()1 
inches comniu*ed with an average of 27*931 inchc-s in the twenty years 1876-95. During the fii-Ht 
half of 189 d (January to June, inclusive) the rainfdl was 7*854 inches on 84 <lays ; during tlio 
second half (July to December, inclusive) 19*047 inches fell on 110 days. 

As regards the Directum of dui Wind, 732 observations were made during tho ywu*, with this

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METEOROLOaiOAL OBSERVATIONS 

FOR EA.0H MOKTH OF THE YEAR 1896. 

By J. W. MOORE, Esq., m.d., f.r. met. soc,

•TaNUARY. — P i’ovcfl very mild, often dull and damp, with frequent hut scanty rainfall, snow on only 
ono (lay, and no hail. It afforded a complete contoast in every porticulaf to the severe January 
of 189B, and will bo ospecially memorable for the recxird-brealcing reodingH of the barometer OD 
the 9th. On tlmt day preasnre exceeded 31 inches over Scotland, the North of England and the 
Ncjrth of Irclniul.and reached 3109 inches at Ardroasan, in Ayrshire On the 29th, another- area of 
liigh pressure caused tlio bni-ometer to rise above 30-9 inche.s over the southern half of the British 
Isles — the extreme rending of 30-9G inches being recorded at Roche’s Point, Cork, 

In Dublin tho arithmetical mean temperature (44-3®) was much above the average (41-4"); the 
mean dry bulb readings at 9 am. and 9 p.m. were 43'4®. In the thu-ty-one yeai-s ending with 
1895, January was coldest in 1881 (M. T.=33 2«), and wannest in 1875 (K T.*4G-6®). In 1888 the 
M. T. was 421® ; in 1889._42'4® ; in 1890, 44-5® j in 1891, 40-1 j in 1892, 3S-8® ; in 1893, 40 8® ; in 
1894, 41-0“; and in 1895,35-4®. As a general rule, January in Dublin is not colder, but a shade wanner, 
than December. This is owing to the full development in January of a winter area of low pressure 
over the Atlfintic, to the northwestward of the British Isles, an(i to a resulting prevalence of S.W, 
wind.s in their vicinity. January, 189C, proved no exception to this rule, the M. T being 2 7® above 
that of Docoinbor, 1895 (41'6®). 

The mean height of the bjvvometer was 30-308 inches, or 0-434 inch above the corrected average 
value for January — nan^ely, 29-874 inches. The mercury rose to 31 020 inches at 10 a.m. of the 
Otli and fell to 29'397 inches at 9 a.m. of the 15th. The observed range of atmospheric pressure 
■was, therefore, 1'623 inches — tliat is, a little more than one inch and aix-tentha 

The m<^n temj'ierature deduced from daily readings of the dry bulb thermometer at 9 am. 
a:id y p.m. was 43-4®, or 2*4® above the value for December, 1895. Using the formula, Mean 

Temit.siMin. + (?/mw inin. x -52), the M. T. becomes 444®, compared with a twenty-five years’ 

nverjigc of 41-5®. Tlie ui-ithmetical mean of the maximal and minimal readings "was 44'3®, 
t;ompai-ed with a twenty-five years’ avemge of 41 '4®. On the 2nd the thermometer in the screen 
rose to — wuid, S.S.W. ; on the 21st the temperatui-e fell to 27-9® — wind, W.S.W. The

The rainfall was only -720 inch, di.strilmted, however over 14 da}^. The average i-ainfaU for 
.January in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive, was 2-200 inches, and the average number of 
rainy divys was 17'3. The rainfall, therefore, and the rainy days were both much below the average. 
In 1877 the i-ahifiill in Januai-y was very large — 4-322 inches on 25 days ; in 1809, also, 4-253 incues 
full — ' 111 , however, only 18 day.s. But the i-eeord rainfall for Januua-y was in J895, namely, 5'711 
indies on 24 days, or uciarly eight times as much as the rainfall for January of tlie present year. 
On the other hand, in 1870, only -406 inch wafi measured on but 9 days ; and in 1880 the rainfall 
was only "563 incli on but 8 days. 

Lunar halos were aeon on the 19th and 24th. The atmosphere was foggy on the 2nd, 3rd, 4th, 
6tli, 7th, lObh, 20th, 21st, 22nd, and 26th. High •winds were noted on 9 day.s, reaching the force of 
a gale on 2 (lays — thu 15th and ICth. Snow and sleet fell on the lOth. Temperature exceeded 
.50® in the Hcrceu on 12 days; while it fell to or below 32® in the screen on only 3 nighte, compared 
■with 18 nights in 1895, 7 nights in 1894, 4 nights in 1893, 15 nights in 1892, 7 nights in 1891, 

I night in 1890, and 3 nights in 1889. The minima on the grass were 32®, or less, on 3 nights, 
compared wibli 29 nights in 185)5, 17 nights in 1804, 16 nights in 1893, 25 nights in 1892, 

21 nights ill 1891, 15 nights in 189U, and 10 nights in 1889. 

Altliougii still changeable, damp, and showery, tlie wcathei' of the opening period of the month 
(lsb-4th) show(id a marked imjjrovement when compared with that of Christmas week. It was very 
umiNuany mild, or indued w’ann, for the time of year; and the rains werenobheavy. Tlio dampness 
of tho atmo.sphere was attended by the formation of more or less fog. On the 1st ^ ai-ea or low 
atmospheric pressure existed off the north of Ireland and the wcjst of Scotland This system threw 
a warm but moist south -westerly air current upon, the French and British coasts. Rain tell generally 
and the tliermomctor rose to 55®, 50®, and even 67“ at both English and Irish stationa Di contrast 
to tins mild weather, severe cold was felt in Russia, Austria, and Germany. At Berlin the 8 n.m. 
temperatures were 26®, 13®, 35®, and 35®. When the thaw set in at Berlin on Friday, the 3rd, 
temperature ■was already giving way decidedly in the British Isles, where the distribution of pressmre 
Iwl become anticyclonic on Thursday. Saturday was at times fair and bright, but a great deal of fog 
drifted in from the Iri.sh Soa and St George’s Channel along tho east coast of Ireland^ In Dubliu tho 
barometer ranged from 29-907 inches at 9 p.m. ou Wednesday (wind S.S.W.) to o0‘293 inches at 
9 p.m. on Saturday (wind S.E.). On Thursday the shade tUennometers rose to 56-8® ; on Saturday 
they fell to 43'0®. Rain was measured on two days, the total amount bein^ -068 ineb, of which 048 
inch was recorded on Thureday. The prevailing winds were S.S.W. and S.E. Tlio mean temperature 
was some 10® above the average. 

Tho most striking features in the weather of the week ended Saturday, the 11th, wei-e the mtensity 
developed by an anticyclone over the Briti.gli Isles on Wednesday and Thursday, and the oecuri’enco 
of a bitterly cold "polar” giile in Italy and the S.E. of France about the same time. On Sunday 
morning an area of mgh atmospheric pressure, bounded by the isobar of 30-50 inches, lay oyer fhe 
southern half of the North Sea.

In Dublin Llm mean lieight <»f tUo 
barometer "waa 30783 inches, pressure ranging from SO iSS inche.s at 9 a.Tn. of Sunday (wind, »S.) to 
31‘020 inches at 10 a.m. of Thursday (wind, K.N.E.). TJie con'ected menu temjwratui-e was 4l'8“. 
The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 40-8®. On Wednesday the Hcrc-oned 
therraometer.s rose to 48'1“, on Fnday they fell to •SI'S''. Variable, light wind.s pi'ovailed. Snow 
and sleet fell on Friday afternoon to the amount of 020 inch ; an additional '002 inch of rain was 
meiuiurod on Saturday. 

Weather of the westerly type — changeable, mild, squally and showery — prevailed thronghout tlm 
week ended Saturday, the 18th. At the beginoiug ti-aces of the remarkalile anticyclone, wlucli hivl 
bung over the British Island.s during the previous week, were still found over the SoiiUi of Ireland 
— the barometer at 8 iwm. of Sunday rea<-ling 30'55 inches at Valentiii Island and 30'5+ inchus at 
K'oeho’s Point, Co. Coi-k. The bai-ometcr at this time was falling througlmut Western Kinmpc, and 
depressions were advancing to the North Briti.sh and Norwegian coasts from tUo Atlantic. <.)n 
Sunday the cold was intense in the South of Germany and East of France; the weather was 
moderately cold in England aud Ireland, mild in Scotland. At 8 am. on M<unlay the baromi'bir 
rangcil from 2870 inches at Bo<lb. in Norw'.ay, to 30'25 mcheii ut Lyon.s— consequently strong 
westerly (S.W. to N.W.) windsswept over Western Europe, and the weather Avas generally unsettled, 
with vain in many place, s ; especially when a secondary depre-ssion crossed Ei^Iand on Monday night. 
Temj>eraturo now became high in the south, but fell in the north, of the United Kingdom — only, 
however, to rise again quickly in the latter region on We«lnesday morning, when the bsunmeter was 
once moiv down to 28'63 inches at Wick. A.s this deep de])ression paaseefaway ti) the eastward, the 
tliermometcr fell fast in the nortli.

The changeable, uncertain weather, so characteristic of the ])r&sont winter, contimiod 'Luring the 
week ended Saturday, the 2»th. Conditions were at lii-st aiitieyclonic, and the weather was line 1ml. 
cohl and often foggy. A dense fog on Wednesday evening was followed by cyclonic conditions, and 
dull, damp, and r^d or even warm weather. On Sunday a broad IhiiuI of high atmo.spheric {irossurc 
(30'30 inche.s) .stretched across Ireland, England, Frimoo, and Oimmny, Avhoroas an urea of low 
pressure (29'70 inches) lay off the North of Scotlaml In Diililin tho weutluu- was at this tium lino, 
bright, and bi-acing The anticyclone steadily held its ground and devahmed intensity, until on 
TuMcluy morning tlie biu-ometcr read 30'61 iuclics at Berlin. Hoar fmst ami fog, witii liiu-, brlglit 
intervals dui-iug the daytime, prevailed in Dublin — a “.silver thaw ” following on Tiic-sday i-voning. 
On Wednesday a laige depression pjis.sed eastwaA-ds across Scandinavia, and thi.s caiiHod a risii o( 
temperature in England andlrekud, but falls of sleet ami snow iniStmtland, wlinivslroiig N.W. winds 
blew on the moriiiDg of the day named. At sunset the sky eloarcl in DuhHii. and, ;ls tin; air was cjvlni, 
tempei'oturo fell fast, the result being tho development of an exceedingly clcnse fng at night. 
Thumday was fine ami mild, -witli a southerly wmd. In the moniiiig very sharp fmst was felt in 
Gi'eat Britain, the .shade thermometer falling to 20® at Cambridge, 21'' at LouglilKtmugh, ami at 
Leith and Naim. In a few houm a rapid rise of temperature took place, amounting to yn® at Leith. 
19® at Nairn, 18* at Cambridge, and 16® at Loughborough. The wtiek closed dull, dump, and mild.

AtfiKt cyclonic in t3rpe, chan^able audattime.s rainy, the Aveathor of tlioclo.sing )icriod, 2(>lh-3l.st, 
inclusive, became on Tuesday, the 28th, anticyclonlc, quiet and fine, and so continiioil to this close of 
tlie month. For the thirtl time in January, 1896, an anticy<ilonc .sftrc.otl over tho British fsliss, and 
fox' the second time the barometric pre.'isures rocordoil wore of voi'y ahnoniud am! liiiusiial intensity. 
At 11 p.m. of Wednesday tho barometer rose to 30'!)6 inchia at Itochos I’ninfc, C<»rk Harbour; and 
on the evening of that day as -well as on Thuvsilay morning the isobar of 30'!M) inchas enihraciid tin- 
southern half of Ireland, Walc.s, aud a great portion, of tho South of Englaiul. It will In' 
remomliered that the highest I'eadings in the remarkable anticyclone of January 9th were roporte;! 
from Scotland, and tho northern jiaris of England and Ireland. After Tliui-silay the hammutor roll 
generally though gradually. During the anticyolonic period quiet, cool hut nut cold, often dull 
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wcatlior prevailed. Tlic atmosphevie kumidity also varied very much — the iiiorninga being damp, 
tlic evenings very dry. While tins anticyclone hung over England and Ii-elmid, large and deep 
deiu’cssions swept eosbwartls iicro&s Sciindinavia, cavwing westerly gales and xuiny, open weather even 
in the extreme North of Europe. In Dublin the boroiuetcr ranged between 29‘992 inches ut 9 am. 
of Monday wind, S.W.) and tlO'922 inches at 4.30 p.ui. of Wedne.sday (wind, W.N.W.). On Monday 
the .screened thorinometers rose to 55'6° ■, on Sunday, they fell to The prevailing ’«vind was 

wastorly. Rain fell on two days to the amount of 133 inch, ‘089 inch Ixciug registered on Monday. 

In Dublin the r.ainfall up to J.inuavy 3lst, 1896, amounted to only -720 inch on 11 day.s, 
coinpai'cd with ;r711 inches on 24 days in ISOo, and with a bwenty-fivo yeiira' aveiaire (1S65-1SB9) 
of 2'20() inches on 17'3 days. 

At Kin)ck<lolian, Oreysfcones, Co. Wicklow, the rainfall was only iSS inch on 7 days, compai’ed 
with (j'l!K) inches of min on 19 days in 189.1 The heaviest falls in 24 hnura wero 130 inch on the 
24th, and -lOO inch on the 13th. 

At Clonoevin, Killiney, Co. Dublin, the rainfall was ‘700 inch on 9 day.s, '31 inch being measured 
on th(! 24th. 9'ho av(!iTLge fall for the 10 yeai-s, 1885-1891. wna 2 019 inches on 16'6 days. No 
anow fell. In 1894, tlie rainfall was 3'2GO inches on 23 days, in 1895 it was 5 930 inches on 21 days. 
In 1891, only '47 inch fell on, however, 11 days. 

Feuuuauy. — -A fine, dry, mild, often genial month' — a complete contrast to February, 189.5, which 
liad been the coldast experienced for forty years. There was neither snow nor hail, and very little 
irast occurred in Ireland, scarcely any in or near Dublin, The mean temperature was not less than 
n degrees above that of February, 1895, while it was also 2'4“ above the average. Absolute drought 
jircvailcd from the 9th to the 18th, inclusive, and three-eighths of the entire rainfall for the month 
was mea.sured on the 25th. 

In Dublin the mean temperature (45'2‘*) was 2'4® above the average (42‘8"); the mean dry bulb 
readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. wore 44 3‘’. In the thirty-one years ending with 1895, February was 
coldest in 1895 (M. T. = and wannest in 1869 (M. T. = 467®). 

The mean height of the barometer was 30-237 inches, or 0-382 inch above the average value for 
February— namely, 29'856 indies. The mercury rose to 30-642 inches at 9 a.m. of the 3rd, and 
fell to 29-420 inches at 9 p.m. of the 19th. The observed range of atmospheric pressure was, fkere- 
fore, 1’222 inches — that is, a little leas thiiu an inch and a quarter. 

Tlio mean tompenituro deduced from daily readings of the dry bulb thermometer at 9 a.m. and 
9 p.m. was 44*3®, or 10-7® above the value for February, 1895. Using the formula, Mean Temp.^ 
Min + imax. — min. x -50), the M. T. is 45-2®, compared with a twenty-five years’ average of 42'8®. 
On the 8th the thermometer in the screen rose to 56'7° — wind, W.S.W. ; on the 18th the tem- 
j»craturc fell to Sl'9® — wind, calm. The minimum on the grass was 28-8®, also on the 18th. 

The rainfall was only *868 inch, distributed over 10 days. The average rainfall for February in 
the twenty-five yeai-s, 1865-89, inclusive, was 2-150 inchc-s, and the average number of rainy days 
was 17"2. The rainfall, therefore, and also the rainy days, were much below the average. In 1883 
the rainfall iu February wns large — 3-752 inches on 17 days ; in 1879, also, 3-706 inches fell on 23 
days. On tlio other hand, in 1891, only 042 inch was measured on but 2 days- The rainfall in 
1891 was much the smallest recorded in February for very many years. The record is probably 
unparalleled in Dublin — -042 inch on 2 days. The nearest approach to this drought was in Sep- 
tember, 1865, when only -056 inch of rain was measured on but 3 daya 

Neither hail, nor sleet or snow fell. 

The atmosphere was foggy on 8 days — namely, the 1st, 2nd, 4th, 5th, 14th, 16th, I8th, and 21st. 
The amount of cloud— 6.5-5 per cent. — was almost exactly the average — 66 per cent. High winds 
were noted on 8 days, but never reached the force of a gale. A lunar halo was seen on tlie 25th. 
Faint aurora appeared on the 18th. 

The temperature reached or exceeded 50“ in the screen on 16 days, and it only once fell below 32% 
compared with as many os 18 nights in 1895, only 2 nights in 1894, 6 nights in both 1893 .md 
1892, and 2 nights in 1891. The minima on the grass were 32% or leas, on 10 nights, compared with 
evciy night in 1895, 10 nights in 1894, 13 nights in 1893, 16 nights in 1892. ana 17 nights in 1891. 
The thermometer never failed to rise to or alwve 40® in the screen during the daytime. 

Generally fine and singularly mild and open weather prevailed during the week ended Saturday, 
the 8th, the mean temperature of which was iu Dublin 47'2®, or 15 6® above that of the correspond- 
ing period of 1895, viz., 31’6®. The distribution of atmospheric pressure over North-western Europe 
was similar to that so persistently prevalent during the present season. An anticyclone held sway 
in France, Germany, and over the southern half of the United Kingdom. A series of Atlantic 
depressions moved eastwards across Scandinavia and Lapland. Only on Friday did the areas of low 
pressure encroach to a marked extent on. the Irish and Scotch coasts. On Saturday, however, 
cyclonic conditions seemed fully established throughout the British isles. As commonly happens, 
very frosty nights were observed within the centm area of the anticyclone, and the period was 
decidedly cold in France and Germany. In England also sharp frosts were reported on the nights 
of Sunday and Monday— in Ireland the week was frostless, and on Friday temperature became 
remarkably high for the time of year. Rain fell freely on Saturday morning, but the afternoon was 
like April or the end of September. At 8 a-m, of Friday the thermometer ranged from — 8® at Hapa- 
randa on the Gulf of Bothnia, to 53® at Valentia Island. Twenty-four honrs earlier, temperature had 
been 29® at Haparanda, or 37® higher. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 30-366 inches, the 
barometer rising to 30 642 inches at 9 mm. of Monday (wind, S.S.E.), and falling to 29 822 mchw at 
9 a.m. of Saturday (wind. S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 47 2®. The mean ^ b^b 
temperature was 46 6®. On Tuesday the screened thermometers sank to 86-8®, on Saturday they 
rose to 56-7^. Tlie rainfall amounted to -214 inch, on three days, -089 mA being registered on 
Friday and -100 inch on Saturday. The prevailing winds were S.S.E. and S. W. ^ 
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During the week ended Saturday, the 15th, the weather ^vas very favoumblc — <at iirst it wun of 
the south-westerly type, warm ana windy j afterwards it became more deculeilly amtieyeloiiic in 
character, quiet, gray, and cold, as well as dry- Until Thui'sday lui area of high atmospheric pressuvo, 
with centi-al readings of about 30'60 inches, lay directly over- France ; wheraiia the barumuter was low 
over Scandinavia, and gradients for S.W. and W. winds wore steep over Scotland, Ireland, and the 
North of England. In the districts named, mild, breezy weather prevailed, and tlie amount ot cloud, 
after Sunday, was large. The week opened with wax’ui, rainy wentlicr in the S.E. of England, l>ut 
this soon gave place to calm, foggy, and (at night) cold weather. On Thui'sday, the area of liigho.st 
pressure — 30 40 inches and upwards — embraced the United Kingdom and West nt France, wliilo a 
dcpi-essioii passed soutli-eastwards over Lapland to Russia, causing polar winds and a sudden and 
great fall of tempeiuture in Norway and Sweden. This " chill” ultimately aifectetl Uio Bridsh Ulcs, 
where tlie weather became seasonably cold, while it i-emaincd dry in moat districts. On Fritlay and 
Saturday the anticyclone again gathered strength, and the week closed witli a fully-e.Htabli.shcd dry, 
cold, quiet, giay spell. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 30 363 inchus, the Livomoter 
rangins^from 30'092 inches nt 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.S-W.) to 30'564 inches at 9 p.in. of Saturday 
(wind,E.N.E.). Tlie mean temperature was 46‘2°. Tlie mean diy bulb reading at 9 am. aud !) p.m. 
was 44‘6*. On Tuesday the screened thermometers rose to on Friday they sank to 33 0“. Tim 
prevailing wind was S. W. No rain fell in or near Dublin. At 9.30 am. on Monday, a large nieteur 
or aerolite burst in mid-air at a height of 20^ miles right over Madi-id, the explosion shaldng that 
city to its foundatious and causing widespread consternation. 

The record for the week ended ^turday, the 22nd, is again one of singularly favourable wenthor, 
Conditions remained anticyclonic until Wednesday, when a large depression upproaelied tho west 
coast of Ireland, causing changeable, showeiy, weather for a time. On Saturday there was a retiu*n 
to fair weather, as an anticyclone spread westward from the Coutiuuut over the British Isl&s. 
Tolerably steady frost held throughout the period in Central Eiu'ope, but only occasional night fi-ost.s 
occurred in the United Kliugdom, where also the thermometer often rose above 50" during the tlay- 
time. In the earlier part of the week, the air was dry and keen, and the amount of cloud was 
extremely large. The daily range of temperature was consequently not great On Tuesday, tho 
maximum in Dublin was only 43‘2®, at Oxford 38®, at Shields and York only 35®. As the depression 
approached Ire lan d, however, the southerly ^vind brought much more genial temperatur&s, and on 
Wednesday the shade thermometer rose to 58° at Cambridge, 57® at Loughborou^, 55° in London 
and at Oxford, and 52’4® in Dublin. A well-marked secondary V-depression lay over St. George’s 
Channel, Cornwall, and Wales on Thursda}' morning, producing a very genciid I’ainfoll in Gi-eat 
Britain, but a bciiutiful, springlike day in Ireland. Showers fell on Friday afternoon, and then the 
weather again took up, Saturday proving a very l>right spring 'hvy. In Dublin, tin-, mean heiglit of 
the barometer w’as 30 004 inches, pressure ranging frum 30 601 inches at 9 am. of Siiielay (wind, E.), 
to 29'420 inches at 9 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, S.S.W.). Tim mean teiii])cratiu-o was 'I'lie 

mean dry bulb leading at 9 a.in. and 9 p.m. was 42-7°. The .shade tomperatim; fell to 3 1 •9“ on 
Tuesday, and rose to 52'4® on Wednesday. The prevailing wind was S.JC. Riin fell on two days 
to the amount of 0‘64 inch, *050 inch being measured on Wednesday. Faint aurora. appeJircJ on 
Tuesday evening. 

During the week ended Saturday, the 29th, at tii-st cold and dry, with anticyclonic 8.E. wind.H, i ho 
weather afterwards became mild, damp, cloudy, and often rainy, with fresli cyclonic W. winds. Until 
Tuesday a large anticyclone stretched south-westwards as far as Ireland from Finland and the Baltic. 
At 8 a.m. of Monday the barometer read 30‘99 inches at Stockholm, and 3LOO to 3102 inchc-s over 
the S. of Finland and tho neighbouring parts of the Baltic provinces. This .system threw a c«)l«l 
easterly curx’ent upon Germany, France, and England, while the wiiul drew antieyclouieally into 8. 
over Ireland and S.S.W. over Scotland and Norway. Sharp frost held on the CoiitiiieuC JUid in 
Centiul England — the minima in the scareen at Cambridge being 21° ou Sunday and Moiulay 
nights, and 19® on Tuesday night. During Tuesday tho liaromcter fell briskly in Ireland and Scot- 
land, and tf>wards evening a V-shaped depression had advanctxl over tho fonner country, where it 
caused an abundant rainfall. At C p.iu. the wind was S. in the east, but N. in the west of Ireland, 
aud rain was falling in all paits of this island. The V-shaped system alti:rwimls moved north- 
eastwards to Scotland and dispersed. Depressions now began to move aci'oas Northern Europe, 
while a new anticyclone nppeai*ed off the S. W. of Ireland. This distribution of pressure (siuscd Ireah 
westerly winds, clouded skies, a rapid rise of tempeiuture, and more or less rain, followed by snow 
and hail in Scotland on Saturday. At Loughboi-ou^h, the thermometer rose 22° (from 25“ to 47“) in 
the 24 hoar's ending 9 a.m. of Friday. On the evemng of this day a fine ccli])se of the moon — 87 out 
of 100 ports — was very well seen. In Dublin, the mean atmospheric pressm'o wa.n 30T74 inclio-s, tho 
barometer rising to 30’329 inches at 9 a.nL of Monday (wind, S.S.E.), and falling to 29'85S inche.s at 
9 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, S.S.E.). The mean temperature was 44 o®. The iiiciui dry bulb teiiqiera- 
ture at 0 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 44’0“. On Monday the thermometer fell to 34T®, on Friday it rose to 
54-1®. The rainfall was ‘460 inch on four days, •320 inch being registered on Tuesday. The provalout 
winds were S.E. and W. 


In Dublin the rainfall up to February 29th, 1896, amounted to only B.r.SS inches on 24 days com- 
pared with 6-3S6 inches on 33 days in 1895, 4 741 inches on 39 days in 1894,4-90« inches on 41 duys 
in 1893, 3'817 inches on 39 days in 1892, '714 inch on 16 days in 1891, and a twenty-five yem's’ 
(1865-1839) average of 4 350 inches on 34'5 days. 

At Knockdolian, Greystoues, Co. Wioklow, 1-455 inches of rain foil in February on ]() days. 'I’lio 
heaviest fall in 24 hours was 650 inch on the 25th. The total fall to February 29Ui ineluHjvo 
was 1940 inches on 17 days. 

The rainfall in February at Cloneovin, Killiney, Co. Dublin, amounted to -94 inch on 1 0 -lays. Tho 
average rainfall for February during 10 years (1885-94) at this station is 1-614 inches on 13-4 rlays. 
The greatest rainfall in 24 hours was '85 inch on the 25th. Since January 1, tho rainfall wuh 1'64 


inches on 19 days. 
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M.vrch. a cliangertblc, wild, and very rainy month. The general distnbution of atmospheric 
pressure was cyclcjnic. Tempemturc, although on tlie whole markedly above the avei'age, was very' 
uiisUible, and some sharp Suctuatioius were observed. The rainfall was rather more than 60 per 
cent, in excess of tho iivoragc, but this did not make up for the deficiency in the two previous months, 
and tho quarter closed with the rainfall still per cent, short of the normal amount. 

In Dublin the uritlimetical mean temperature (4G'l*) was three degrees above the average (43'I‘*) ; 
the mean dr}' bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were In the thirty years ending with 1894* 

Mm-ch wjw coldo.st in 1S67 and 1883 (M. T. = 390''), aud warmest in 1S93 (M. T = 481«'V 
and in 1868 (M. T, 47 :i®). In 1896 the M. T. wa.s 441®. 

The mean height of the baiomotor was 29-750 inches, or 0166 inch below the corrected average 
value for March — namely, 29-916 inches. The mercury rose to 30-242 inches at 9 a.tn. of t£e 
31st, uufl fell ti) 2S'593 inches at 1 p.m, of the 3rd. Tlie observed range of atmospheric 
piessm-o wjw, therefore, 1-049 inches — that is, almost an inch and seven-tcuths, 

Tho mean tempemture deduced from daily readings of the dry bulb thermometer at 9 a.m. and 
9 p.m. wiw 44-6®, or only O S® above the value for February, 1896. Using the formula, Moan Te!n-p.=i 
Min- + {'mu.x . — min. x -48.5), the iI.T. becomes 45-9". The arithmetical mean of the maximal and 
minimal rciulings was 461*', compared with a twenty-five yeai-s' average of 43-1”. On the 24th 
the tliermoiiicter iu tlics sci-een rose to .IS'o® — wind*i S. ; on the 27th the temi>erature fell to 
34’]® — wind, W, Tlio minimum on the grass was 29-9® on the iSth. 

Tho rainfall wa.s 3'810 inches, distributed over 23 days. The average rainfall for March in 
the twenty-five years, lSG5-b9, inclusive, was 2-001 inches, and the avei-age number of rainy days 
was IC-y. The rainfall, therefore, and also the rainy days, were considei-ably above the average 
In 1807 the rainfall in March was very large — 4-972 inches on 22 days, On the other hand, in 
1871, only "S15 incli was measured on 12 days, and in 1893 only '288 inch on 8 days, Tlie .smallest 
Mai*uh rainfall wiuj -288 inch on 8 days in 1893. In 1896, 2-74S inches fell on 19 days. 

The ntino.snhere was more or leas foggy in the city on 6 days — the 7th, lOtli, 19tli, 21st, 22nd, 
and 2.5th. High winds were noted on 17 days, reaching the force of a gale on ten occasions — the 
1st, 2nd, 3i-d, 0th, 8th, 15th, 16th, 17th, 26th, ami 28th. Snow or sleet occurred on the 3rd, 4th, 
and 28th ; and hail fell on the 1st, 2nd, 3rd, and 2Sth. The temperature exceeded 50° in the screen 
on u.s many as 21 days, compared with 13 days in 1895, 22 days in 1894, 26 days in 1893, only 7 
days in 1892, 9 days in 1891, and 19 days in 1890. It never fell to 32“ iu the screen. In March, 
1892, fi-ost liail occurred in tlie shade on as many as 16 nights. The minima on the grass wore 32°, 
or less, on 8 nights, compared with 10 nights in 189.5, 12 in 1894 and 1893, 25 in 1892, 20 in 1891, 
and 16 in 1890. The thermometer never rose to 60° iu the screen, and never failed to reach 40°. 
Ill March, 1892, tho thonnomoter did not rise to 40° in the screen on 9 day.s. A solar halo was 
seen on tiro 27tli, and a lunar halo appeared on the 23rd. Brilliant aurora borealis occurred on the 
night of tho 4fch. 

Exceedingly broken, wet, squally weather ushered in tire month of March and held throughout 
its fii-st week. On four days the wind reached gale force in Dublin, and rain, sleet, and hail fell 
freely. A brilliant display of aurora borealis was seen on the evening of Wednesday the 4th. 
'rimiidev and lightning occuiTcd in several places in connection with a deep atincsphcric depression 
on Tuesday and Wednesday. Oa Sunday morning a depression of some intensity (29-06 inohef?) 
was central in the Shetlands. It caused we-sterly gales and showers of rain, and bail in most districts. 
A progi-esaive reduction of pj*essure went on in the N. and N.W., so that by 8 a.ra. of Tuesday tho 
haroinotcr fell to 28-33 inches at Wick and Sumburgh Head, to 28*39 inches at Malin Head, and to 

28- .51 inches at Belmullet. Even in Dublin the reading was as low as 28-59 inches at 1 p.m. In the 
aflornrjou, 28‘28 indies was recorded at Sumburch Head. Fresh westerly (between S.W. and N.W.) 
gales yirovailed ; and rain, hail, sleet and snow at intervals, the Dublin mountains being deeply 
snow-covered. Occasional thunder and lightning were at this time reported from various stations 
— particularly iu the We.st of Ireland, the English Channel, aud the South of England. In Dublin 
tho l.taromotor i-einnined below 29 indies from 8 p.m. of Monday to 4 p.m. of Wednesday — that is 
dux'ing 44 hours. With a brisk recovery of pressure during Wednesday night, temperature also 
rose fast, and I'ain took the place of hail and sleet. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 

29- 373 inches, or -81)1 inch below the value for the previous weak. The barometer fell to 28-S93 
inchc-s at 1 p.m. of Tuesday (wind W.S.W.), and rose to 29-957 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday ^wind, 
S.E.). The corrected mean temperature ■was 44-2°. The mean dry bolb temperature at 9 am. and 
9 p.m. was 43-4°. The screened thermometers fell to 34*98 on Tuesday and rose to 64-6® on 
Saturday. Westerly winds jiredominated. The rainfall was 1‘079 inches on seven days, *350 
inch being measured on Saturday. 

The week ended Saturday, the 14th, witnessed a continuance of the unsettled, drill, rainy 
weather which had prevailed from the beginning of the month. Both atmospheric pressure and 
air temperature were very unsteady, and the \nnd also was extremely variable in direction. 
The genei-ol tendency was for high barometer readings to develop in the extreme north and also 
over the Iberian Peninsula, while a succession of depressions of no great intensity moved slo-wlv 
eastward or .southeastward across the intervening districts — the South of Scandinavia, the British 
Isle.s, and Central Europe. Hence the changeable weather of the period. On and after Wednesday 
a severe snowstonn prevailed in Sweden, while large quantities of rain had fallen in Southern 
Germany at the beginning of the week— at Munich, 1‘78 indies of rain were measured on Sunday 
morning 3 -10 inches on ^londay, and 0-79 inch on Tuesday at 8 a.m.— a total fdl of 8-67 mches in 
3 daya“ On Sunday the thermometer rose to 68° in Dublin, 69° at York and Cambridge, and 61 
at Loughborou-^h— 598 was agjun reached at Loughborough and Oxford on Wednesday, but towar^ 
the close of the week a general reduction of temperature was taking place, consequent on the 
sotting in of norUierly and north-easterly winds. Very Httle sunshine was enjoyed. On Tuesday, 
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however, 7 hours were registered at Cambiidge and 8^ liours at Eastbourne. lu Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 29'976 inches, pressure ranging between 30'213 inches at 9 o.iu. of 
Tuesday (wind, S,). and 29-791 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind, N.N.W.) The covrcchtd mean 
temperature was 47-1®. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.iii. junl 9 |i.m. was On 

Suinlny the screened thermometers rose to 67'7® ; on Tue.sday they fell to 35'2®. Tlu; minfall wa« 
•082 inch on five days, ’226 inch being measru-ed on Monday. 

Once more the record is of changeable, squally, rainy wciithcr during the week ended vSal.iirday, 
the 21st. The sky, however, was not so densely clouded as In previous weeks, and on Monday, 
Wednesday, and Thursday much bright sunshine was enjoyed. The distribution of a,ttnmplioric 
pre.s.siirc was almost continuously cyclonic — on Wednesday night, indeed, “a wedge " ol! relatively 
nigh pressure did move ej\BCward across Ireland, causing a spell of bcautilul weather, hut it was^ 
soon followed by another series of depression.s. 'The most serious disturbance of the period lay off 
the North of Ireland on Monday morning, when the btu'ometer was down to 28'76 inches at Malin 
Head, the reading at the sjime time (S a.in.) being 29 70 inches ot Valontia lalimd, iind ■29 07 tiichns 
at Rohe's Point, Cork Harbour. Gradients for westerly to north-westerly winds wei-o, tliei-ofoi-o, 
very steep over Ireland and strong gales from the points named prevailed, with showers of min and 
hail in some place.s, but a veiy dry air genei-ally. Tuesday was wet owing to tlie arrival of new 
disturbances. • On Wcdne.sday the weather was bright in Ireland, but very wot in the .South of 
England in connection with file passage eastward of a large V-shaped depression aitd seveml ]c.ssor 
cyclonic systems, in which singular contrasts of temperature were obsewed. On Thursday 
afternoon cirrus cloud spread over the sky from S.W. in Ireland, and tlie weather quickly fell again 
into an unsettled, rainy condition, so continuing to the end of the week. Thunder and lightning 
occurred in the N.W. and N. of Ireland on FriiSiy. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer 
was 20'663 inches, pressui-e ranging between 29'390 inches at 7.15 a.m. of Monday (wind, W.) 
and 29-885 inches at 9 a.in. of Thursday (wind, S.W.) The corrected moan temj)eraturo wa.s 4G-0®. 
The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 44-5®. On Wcdnc-sday the screened 
tliermomctera fell to 34-9®, on Friday they rose bo 56'5®. The rainfall was I'Oll inches on livo 
days, -500 inch being registered on Tuesday. The prevalent winds were W. and S.W. 

“ March many weathers ” — thus may the week ended Saturday, the 2Sth, bo most fitly desci-ibed. 
At the beginning " the south wind blew softly,” and fair summorliko weather was enjoyed On Sun- 
day the thermometer in the shade rose to 68'^ in London, and 67° at Cambridge. At the latter place 
a thunderstorm occurred in the evening. The weather was Ijcautifully fine in Dublin a!.so until 
Wednesday, at 6 p.m. of wliich day rain set in. Already on Tuesday a large, but shallow V-shapod 
depression bad caused thunder and lightning in many parts of England and Wales. On Tluiraday 
morning the centre of a still larger and dceiMfr depression was found lying over the north of .Seotland. 
It caused strong, squally S.W. to N.W'. wind.s and .showers, or continuous rain in some places, 
especially Liverpool and its vicinity. The wind soon ijjickod, luid on Tlinrs«l!iy aftcunoon a ih-op 
secondary cyclonic system travelled rapidly eastward over the midille of Treliuid, afterwards ta-ossing 
the Irish Sea, England, and the North Sea, with such speed tliat it wjus central oil' the llelilci- at S 
a.m. of Friday. Its centre passed close to D^iblin at C p.m. of Thiu-adny, so tluit it travelled at the 
uniform rate of upwards of 30 mile.s an hour for 14 hours — the distance being sonic 440 miles in a 
direct Hue. The atmosphere remained in a very disturbed state to the close of the week, an<l on 
Saturday hail, sleet, and .snow fell heavily at intervnla. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer 
was 29-S16 inches, pre-ssin-e ranging liebween 29-384 inches at 6 p.m. of Thursday (wind, W.S.W.), and 
80 094 inches at 9 fum. of Friday (wind, W.). The con-ceted mean temiioratiiro was The 

mean dry bulb temperatui'c at 9 a.m. and 9 p.ni. was 44'3®. On 'Ihresday the shade maximum 
was 58-5°, on Friday the shade minimum was 341°, Rainfall w.as -501 inch on four ilays, -I 9+ inch 
being registered on Friday. Hail, sleet, and snow fell on Satunlay. Tlie ]ircvailing winds were 
S.W. anti W.N.W, A lunar halo was seen on Monday, a solar halo on Friday. 

CJloiidy, mild, somewhat showery weather prevailed dm-ing the closing <lays of the mouth — 29th 
to 31st, inclusive. 

The rainfall in Dublin during the throe months ending March 31st amounted to 4-898 inches 
on 47 days, compared with 9-084 inches on 52 days in 1895, fi-02S inches «.n 53 days in 1894, 
6-190 inche.9 on 49 days in 1893, 4 808 inches on 48 days in 1892, only 1"650 inches on hut 32 days 
in 1891, 7'470 inches on 45 days in 1890, and ai twenty-five yeara' average of li-411 iuclio.s on 51-0 
days (1863-1889, inclusive). 

At Enockdoli^, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, 2796 inches of rain fell on 25 tlays during March j 
and the total rainfall since January 1, 1896, equals 4-73G inches on 42 days. The coiTcnponding 
figures for 1895 are S'140 inches on 20 days, the total rainfall since iTanimry 1 having been 10 095 
inches on 44 days. 

The raii^all in March at Cloneevin, KiUiney, Co. Dublin, was 2 C1 inches on 23 days, compared 
with 3 29 inches on 21 days in 1895, 1-11 inches on 14 days in 1894, -20 inch on 9 days in '1893, -98 
inch on 10 days in 1892, and a ten years’ average of 1-668 inches on 13-9 days. The maximuui in 
the 10 y^ra was 3'59 inches in 1888, the minimum was ’20 inch in 1893. At this station the total 
rainfall since January 1, was 4*25 inches on 42 days, compared with a fall of 9-C8 inches on 52 days 
in the first quarter of 1896, and 6-56 indies on 55 days in that of 1894. 

APRIL.--A very favourable, fine, and spring-like month. In Dublin nun fell on as many iis 16 
days, but it was almost entirely in the form of showers, ami the total pmcipitatiou was Hlightly 
under nine-tenths of an inch. The steadiness of the barometer was a feuturc ol' the first l eu days 
of the month. A relapse into winter took place on the 27tli, from whicli day the weather lemiiiued 
cold to the end. Very little easterly wind was felt. The amount of cloud wtus small, paibicul.-irly 
at 9 p.m., when it was only 41'7 per cent. 
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In Dublin tlio aiithmetical mean fccmperatui'e (50 9®) waa .3'2" above the average (47-7'') ; the 
mean iby bulb I'cadin^ at 9 am. and D p.m. were 49’7^.

The incmi height of tliu barometer was 3(V]79 inchca, or 0 329 inch above the avci*age value for 
April — numoly, 20'850 Inche.s. The mei-cury rose to 30 438 inohc.s at 9 a.m. of the 19th, and 
fell to 2!Hif)l inches at 9 p.m. of the 28th. The observed range of atinospIiei*ic pressure was, 
therufure, '797 inch — that is, u little more than tlirce-cjuavtci'S of an ineli. 

The mean tom])uratmu c1o<liiced from daily readings of the <lry bulb thermometer at 9 a.m. and 
9 p.m. was 49'7‘', or .t' 1“ above the value for March, 1896. U.sing the formula, ^fean Tevvp. 

+ (riuix. — min. x ^TG), the value is 50 a**, or 31® above the average mean tcnipei'atnre 
for April, calculatoil in tlie Manic way, in the twenty-five yeai-s, 1865-89, inclusive (47-4“). 
The aritliiiicLical moan of the muximal ami minimal readings w»w 50-9^^, compared with a twenty- 
five yeans’ (1805-1889 inclusive) average of 47'7®. On the 24th the tlicrmouicter in the screen 
rose to — wind, S.W. ; on the 2nd the temperature foil to 30T® — wind, SV.N.W. The minimum 
on the grass was 33'0'' also on the 2nd. 

The rainfall was ‘883 incli, distributed over 16 daya Tlio average rainfall for Ajiril in the 
twenty-iivo years, 1865-89, inclusive, was 2-0.55 inches, and the average number of nviuy days 
was 15'2. The minfall, therefore, was considerably below the avci’oge, while the rainy days 
wei*e slightly in e.vecss. In 1877 the rainfall in April was very large — 4 7U7 inches on 21 days ; 
in 1SS2 also, 3'520 inches foil on 20 days, and in 1894, ,3123 inches on 20 days. On the ether 
hand, in 1873, only -498 inch was rueasiu-ed on S days j and in 1370, only -838 inch fell, also on 
8 day.s. 

Sligiit fogs were observed on the 20th and 21.st. High winds were noted on S days, reaching 
the force of a gale on the 10th and l2th. Hail fell on the 10th, 11th, 12th, 28th, 29t1i, and 30th. 
The temperature excccdetl 50^' in the screen on every day except the 12th. It rose to or above 60® 
on 8 ilay.s, but never fell to 32“ in screen, or even on the gi-ass. The mean lowest temperature on 
the grass was 40-fi'’. compared witli 37-8* in 1S95, 40 0® in 1894, .38-2“ in 1893, 32'4® in 1892. 
341® in 1891 and 1S90, 34-4® in 1889. 84-6° in 1888, and 316® in 1887. Thunder was heard on 
the afternoon of the 29th. 

Clouded skies, light to moderate north-westerly winds and pas.sing showere were the main features 
of the period endmg Satimlny, the 4th. An area of liigh atmospheric pre.s.sure remained almost 
stathmavy oT the W. of Iroland thronghout — the barometer .standing a little above 3030 inches. 
Meanwhile, a .series of arena of relatively low pressure paased aouth-eiuitwai-ds across the south of 
Swuiilinavia to (iorinany and Central Emnpe — hence the N.W. winds and changeable weather which 
pn-vaileil. In l.)iibHn tlm baromohiV ranged only from 30-310 inchi;.s at 9 p.m. of Wednesday, the 1st

(lood Friday, tlio 3rd (wind N. by W.) Rain foil on 2 out of the 4 ilays, to the aimmnt, howover, 
of only 3)17 inch. Tlio aliado tliermouietcr foil to 361® on the 2nd, and rose to 56'8'’ on the 4th. 

:md lino, though often cloudy, in the earlier part of tlio week cnduil Saturday, the lltli, the 
woatlii-.r after Thursday foil into a nhowery, Hijually, and geneinlly imaettlei I condition. Temperature 
also gavo way I'lipidly. nio.se cliangcs weru bmught about by tlie aijpenranco in tlio far Kortb of a 
Lai-gii area of low jitmospheric pres.sui*e, which gradually .spread out («L.stwards and southeastwards 
aernas Scaiulimivisi to CVntnil Em-opo. The anticyclone, vsi'liich had held its position over the West 
of fndiind from the closing days of Afaveb, wa.s still found oft the Kerry const on Sunday and 
Monday. Jbs centre then moved in a soiiUi-caatcrIy direction towards tho J3.ay of Biscay and Fi-aiice, 
while the low pressure area in the North, ali-cady mentioned, encroached more and more on the 
British ami Iiiwli us well oh tho Norwegian coa-sts. Tho result wins that tho wind backed towards 
S.W. anil froslioiieil, with at firet a rising tciiijuivaturc. On Wednusday tho thcnuoineterrose to 64“ 
in ICiiglmul mid Scotbuid, on Thursday to G2“ in the east of Ireland, and to 02® or 63° in the east 
of Scirtliinit.

The 
mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m, and 9 p.m, was +S-5‘’. On Monday the .Hcruene«l tliernmnirtci's 
.sank to 88 6®, on Friday they rose to 58'9". The rainfall was inch on six days, •334 iucli l)cing 
measured on Monday. The pi'evalent wind was W.N.W. 

Most favourable weather held throughout the week ended Saturday, 25tb, jjarticularly in Ireland, 
where the distribution of atmospheric pressure was steadily nnticycloiiic until Saturday. On this 
day, the bai-omcter gave way decidedly in the Nortli-wcst, us a largo hut not deep dejn'cssion 
advanced to that region from the Atlantia At the beginning of the periixl tlm barouictcr stood 
.above 30‘50 inches in Munster, and gradients were slight througlioiit Ireland. Conse([nciitly, H»ic, 
quiet, haay weather prevailed. During the following days, the weatlier remainc<l fair and still. 
The diui-nal range ot temperature was consiilerable — bright sunny days Ijeing succeeded by haxy 
cold nights. This wa.s especially the ca.se in Central England, where some sharp ground fi'osts wtu’o 
felt. At Cambridge the thermometer fell to even in the screen on tlie nights of botli Monday 
aud Thursday. On Wednesday a depression swept south-enatwords across Scandinavia, afleeting tho 
weather in Great Britain, but not in Ireland, noth in Scotland and in the east of Euglaiul at this 
time the sky became overcast, temperature fell, and showers were reported from many stations. On 
Saturday a separate low prassuro area reached the N. and N.W. of Ireland, causing showci-s in this 
country. In Dublin the mean atmo-spheric pressure was as high as 30 30C inches, the bm*omotor 
falling slowly from 30‘48S iuclies at 9 am. of Sunday (wind W.S.W.) to 29'955 inches at 6 )>.iii, of 
Satumay (wind W.) The corrected mean temperature was 52'9®. The mean cliy bulb reading at 
9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 62 3®. The .screened thermometers ro.se to on Friday, having fallen to 
42T° on Thuraday. Rain waa measured on Saturday to the amount of ‘009 inch only. The 
prevailing winds were E. and W. 

From Sunday, the 26th, the weather underwent an unfavourable change, and a di.stinctly 
cold, unsettled period occurred owing to the persistent presence of an area of low atmospheric 
pressure between Scotland and the Scandinavian Peninsula. In connection with this pnmaiy 
system a series of eecondaiy depressions developed over tho Biitish Isles aud the North Sea. 
Sunday was cloudy at tunes, and squally western winds blow, the weather being otherwise fine. 
Passing showers began to fall on Monday, and towards night a marked decline in temperature set in. 
During the three following days, more or leas heavy showers of aleety rain and hail broke in upon 
fair, bright intervals. In many places both in Ireland and in Great Britain thunder and lightning 
accompanied the showers, and the wind blew gustily from N.W. or N. Towards nightfall tho slcy 
clearea, with the result that very low tem|>eraturc.s were recorded, frost occuiTing even in the screen 
at some inland .stations on Thur-sday night, when tlie thermometur sank to 30'’ at Par.son.st')wii, 
and to 32® at both Loughborough and Cambridge. In Dublin the barometor ranguil duritig tlic 
period from 29'691 inches at 9 p.m. of Tuesday (wind W.) to 30173 inches at 9 j),m. of TImi’sday 
(wind N.). On Simday the screened thermometers rose to 62‘8® ; on 'J'hursday they sank to 37‘1". 
Rain fell on four days to the amount of '130 inch. 

The rainfall in Dublin during the four months ending Api'il 30th amounted to 5‘781 inches 
on 63 days, compared with I0'233 inches on 65 days in 1895, 9‘151 inches on 73 days in 1894, 
6'242 inches on 56 days in 1893, 5'922 inches on 61 days in 1892, only 3‘203 inches on 46 ilay.s 
in 1891, 9 045 inches on 59 days in 1890, and a twenty-tivo years’ average of 8'4C6 inches on 66'2 
days. 

At Knockdolian, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, the rainfall amounted to ‘OSO inch on 8 <laya. 'I'lio 
heaviest falls in 24 hours were ^SO inch on the l3th, aud 270 inch on the 10th. '’nm tntiil 
rainfall in 1896 up to April 30, was 5 686 inches on 50 days, compared with 12 570 inclias on .‘54 
days in 1893, 12-456 inches on 70 days in 1894, and 8-530 inches on .34 days in 18!J3. 

At Cloneevin, Kiiliney, Co. Dublin, 1'02 inche.s of rain fell on 13 days in April. Thu maximal 

fall in 24 houi-s was '32 inch on the 13th. Tho average rainfall in April of tho ten ycjirs, 188.'5 

1804, wa.s 1-716 inches on 18'2 days. Since January 1, 1896, 5-27 inches of i-ain foil at this station 
on S5 days, compared with 11-28 inches on 66 days in 1895, 9 09 inchason 74 days in 1894, and 6 94 
inches on 57 days in 1893. 

May. — A beaixtiful month, vei-y similar to May, 1895 — bright and dry, without any severe nippiu" 
night frosts. Prevalent easterly sea breezes by day along the east coast of Ireland tempered the 
heat of an often unclouded sun. The amount of cloud was very low— only 42’9 per cent. At 9 a.m. 
it rose to 4S-1 per cent., but at 9 p.m. it fell to 37 7 per cent. Rain fell in Dublin on only 7 days, 
and the total measurement was less than one-fifth of an inch, or about one-elcvonth of the average 
rainfall for May. ^ 

In Dublin the arithmetical mean temperature (55 2®) was decidedly above the average (52-0®); 
the mean dry bulb readings at 9 am. and 9 p.m. were 54‘9®. In the thirty-one years oiulinf' with 
1895, May was coldest in 1869 (M. T. = 48-2®), and warmest in 1893 (M. 'T. — 56-7®). In 1894 
the M. T. was 49-2®; in 1895 it was 54*3®. 

The mean height of the barometer was 30-308 inches, or 0-319 inch above tlic covrocUscl average 
value for May — namely, 29-989 inches. The mercury rose to .30-558 inchas at {) aim of the 2.5rii 
and fell to 29-991 inches at 9 am. of the 22nd. The observed range of atmospheric prc.s.suro**was’ 
therefore, only 0-567 inch. ’ 

Tho mean temperature deduced fx-om daily readings of the dry bulb thcrmomotcr at 9 .am and '> 
p.ra. was 54-9®, or 5-2® above the value for April, 1896 (49-7®). Using tlio formnlii Afmn 
Temp. Min. + {r, lax.— min. x -47), the value was 54 7®, or 3-1® above the averawo mean 
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temperature for ilay, calculated in tho same way, in the twenty-five years, lS(jn-S9, inclusive 
(51‘U°). The arithmetical mean of the maunaal and minimal readings was 55 2®, compared with a 
tweuty-fjve years’ averngc of 52-0®. On tho 29th the tlmrniometer in the screen rose to 71-8® — 
wind, N. ; on the 1st the temperature fell to — wind, N.N. W. The minimum on tho srass wua 

32'2® on tho 3rd. 

The rainfall amounted to only TOO inch, distributed over 7 days. The average rainfall for 
May in the twonty-livo years, 18U5-89, inclusive, was 2 030 inches, and the average number of 
rainy days wa.s 15T-. The rainfall and tlie rainy days, therefore, wei'e much l>elow the average. 
In 18S(j the raiutall iu May was very large — 5 '472 inches on 21 Jays ; in IStiO, alio, 5'4I4 inches fell 
oil ly days. On tho other hand, in 1895, only T77 inch was measured on but 3 days. In 1892 the 
large amount of 4T77 inohc-s foil on 19 days. In 1893 the fall was 1-6G6 inches on 10 days ; and in 
1894, 3'5.")8 inches on 17 days. 

Solar halos were seen on the 13th, 2!«t, and 24th, lunar halos on the 19th, and an aurora on the 
2nd. High winds were noted on bnt 3 days, attaining the force of a gale (from N.N.W.) on the 
20tli only. The atmosphere was slightly foggy on the 4th and 6th. ' 

During the month the thonnometer did not fall below 32* in the screen, but it indicated slight 
frost on the grass on the night of the 3rd. The mean minimal temperature on the ginss was 43T®, 
compaa-oJ witli 41-8“ in 1895 ; 376" in .1894, 45 6® in 1893, 41-3“ iu 1892, 37-7“ in 1891, 422“ in 
1890. 42-4® in 1889, 3?5'’ in 1888, and 37-9® in 1887. 

On Fiiday, the 1st, on anticyclone was formed over Ireland, and tliis high pressure system con- 
Unnetl to develop until the close of the week, quiet, cool, di'V, fine weather being tlie result. Tho 
sci'ceuud thennometers sank to 36-2® on Friday. An aurora borealis was seen on Saturday night. 

Favourable weather held tlu-ouffhout the week ended Saturday, the 9th. Tlie ty]KJ wjis chiefly 
anbioyclonic, with easterly winds, diy and fine. At the beginning an immense ai'ea of high pressure 
.stretched acr-oss tb.c Biitisli Islands, the North Sea and ScaiiUlnavio. The air wua calm and tlie sky 
clear, so that the diurnal range of temperature was large, cold nights being followed at inland 
stations by w^ai*m Jays. On Monday the thermometer rose to 62® iu London, while it fell to 36® 
<im-ing the ensuing night Signs of a shallow depression at this time -showed themselves off the 
N.W, of Ireland, so that the sky become cloudy over this country and rain fell, rather lieavily in 
tho N.W. At S am. of Tnasday -36 inch of rain was regi.stered at Malin Head and '57 inch at Belmullet 
Kven in Dublin some slight showers occurred on Tuesday, both morning and evening ; the measure- 
ment, however, was only -015 inch. The anticyclone then began to develop again, and a spell of 
easterly winds set iu. Sea fog accompanied the easterly cui-renb on Wednesday morning, but much 
bright -surLshinc was enjoyed daily until the end of the week, Friday being an especially genial 
day. Oil that day tho thenuoraetcr rose to 70" in the ahaile at Poraonstown and Douaghad ee and to 
71® at Bolmullet. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pras-sure was 30-300 inches, the barometer 
ranging from 30-489 inches, at 9 p.ui. of Smiday (wind, S.E.),te3O'207 iuchca, at 9 p.m. on Saturday 
(wiml, K). The corrected mean temperature -was 52'4°, The menu dry bulb value atO lun. and 9 p.in. 
was .52'5®, On Sunday the thermometers in the screen fell to 37'6", on Friday they rose to 64 o®. 
KiLSterly winds prevailed. The rainfall was '01-> inch on t'wo days, 008 inch being measured on 
Monday. 

Tlii-oiighout the week ended Saturday, the I6th, Ireland lay well within the central area of an 
anticyclone, so tliat the Ijarometer readings were high and uniform, and tlie weather was fine and 
quiet. Winds from polar quai*ters predominated, but owing to tho prevalence of bright sunshine, 
temperature rose oven liy night, and was very liigh on aevei’al occasions during the daytime From 
Dublin not a cloud was to be seen in the sky until Tuesday afternoon. Oii Wednesday, however, a 
good deal of cirruH came up from N.W., producing a solar halo. There was also on this day some 
tim'uteil cuniuhiH, which is a very electrical cloud-formation. The last three days were rather cloudy, 
cspecinlly ui tlie mornings, and a slight shower fell on Friday at an eju*ly hour. On Saturday, also, 
a few drops of rain foil at 9.15 am. While the weather was thus exceptionally fine iu Ireland, less 
fair conditions prevailed in Scotland and also for n time in England. This was brought about by 
the passage of several depresaions acros-s Scandinavia in a sonth-easterly clircctioa On Tuesday tlie 
shade thennometers rose to 80® at York and Loughborough, to 77® in Ixjiulou and at ParsonSto'wn 
and Oxford, und to 76® at Cambridge. Thunder and lightning followed very generally in the N.B. 
and E of England, but .scarcely any rain fell. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 
30-305 inches, the pressure ranging from 30-444 inches at 9 am. of Tuesday (wind, R), to 30'160 
inches at 9 n.m. of Thrusday (wind, N-W.). The corrected mean temporabure was 57‘8®. Tho mean 
dry bulb temperature at 9 am. and 9 p.rc. ■was 57'9®. On Monday the screened thermometei'S fell to 
4.5'8®, on Wednesday they rose to 7L2®. The rainfall was a mere trace — -002 inch on Thursday. 
The prevalent winds were E. and N.W. 

Although not unfavourable, tbe weather for the week ended Saturday, the 23rd, was much less 
settled than that of past weeks, and grateful rain fell in frequent sliowors, abundant^ in some 
parts of the kingdom, more sparicgly in others. Speaking generally, the barometer stood high off 
the S.W. of Ireland, where an anticyclone held its position almost throughout, while a Dumber of 
depressions formed over the Norwegian Sea, the southern half of Scandinavia and the North Sea, with 
a ^ncrol tendency to drift south-eastwoj-ds to Central Europe. Hence N.W. wind.? prevailed in the 
Bntdsh Isles, increasing in force to a moderate and, at exposed stations, a strong gale on Wednesday. 
Temperature also gave way considerably after Monday, when the thermometer in the shade rose to 
77“ in London, 76® at Loughborough, 75® at Cambridge, and 69“ in Dublin. On Wednesdav night 
it fell to 34® at York, 35° at Porsonatown, 36® at Wick. Loughborough. Oxford, and Cambridge, 58® 
in London and 40“ in I^blin— the gras-s minimum at Loughborough was 28®. This dull had bera 
preceded by thunder, lightning, and bail showers on Wednesday in several parts of England. Earn 
Ugan to fall freely on Thursday, and the air, which had been dry and searchbg, became mowt, soft, 
and warm. Fresh westerly to northerly winds continued to the close of the week. In Dublin the 
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mean height of the barometer was 30163 inches, pressui'e ranging between 30’33'» inches at !) p.m. 
of Saturday (wind, N.W.) j\nd 29'991 inches at 0 a.ni. of Friday (wind, N.W.), Tlie eorreeted nicyin 
tcmpcraiuve was 55'4®, the menu diy bulb nauling at 0 a.tn. and 9 p.ni. lieiiigalso On MoiHlay 

the screened thermometers rose to GO'2®, on Thiirsday they fell to 40 3’^. The rainfall was 'ITS inch 
ou five days, '080 inch being registered on Monday, on tlio nt’tei'nooii of •which day slight thunder 
and lightning oecuiTed over the south-eastern suhniba of Bnltlin. The jirevalotil wind was N.W. 

Anticyclonic conditions ruled in Ireland throughout the week ended Saturdjiy, the 30t)i, iiii<l the 
weather was very dry and tine, with continuou.s polar win<ls. At first the nights were cold, but ;w 
the week nrlvanced a freshening breeze checked tlic nocturnal fall of tcinjH'.mtm’c. Ily day the sun 
had great power, and on Friday, notwithstanding a fresh northerly wiml, a shade inaxitmnn nl Tl'tS** 
was recorded. The. bai*oineter stood at 30 5 inches or upwsu'ds over a great part of IrciumI until 
Tuesday aftei'noon, when a somewhat decided fall in pressui'C spread northwai'ils fVoin Franco, 
threatening to break up the fine weather. A recoveiy, however, soon followed, '.riiia in turn wa.s 
succeeded by a brisk fall of the barometer in .Seandiimvia, so that by Friday moi'ning the (;ontrc of 
a well-marked depression had advanced from the N.W. to the neighhourhood of Stockholm. ^Hiis 
disturbance brouglit steady rain to Norv'ay, Sweden, and Denmark, showcj-s to Scotland and to 
exposed places in the N.R and E. of England, clouds and squally northerly winds tf> all parts of tlio 
British Islands. In Ireland (except in the extreme North) the weather remained rainle.s.s to the 
clo.se of the weelc Saturday broke overca.st and cool, but the clouds soon diapei'scd and the jif tor- 
noon was brilliant. Thunderstorms occurred ou the (ilontiueut on and after 'J'ucsday, and a ton ific 
tornado devastated the city of St Louis, Missouri, on Wednesday afternoon. In l)iiblii\ the mejvn 
height of the barometer was SO'398 inclies — highest, 30'558 inches at 9 .\ni. of Monday (wind, 
E.N.E) ; lowest, 30'181 inches at 1 p.m. of Friday (wind, N.). The corrected mean toinporature wsw 
66'0®, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 o.m.and 9 p.m. was So'?". The sci-ecncd thermometers tell to 
43'2® on Sunday, and rose to 71 '8® ou Friday. The prevalent wind was N.E. No rain fell. 

Sunday, the 31st, was brilliantly fine. 

The rainfall in Dublin during the five months ending May 31st amounted to only 5-971 inches on 
70 days, compared with 10'410 inches on 68 days in 1895, 12-709 inches on 90 days in 1894, 7 908 
inches on 66 days in 1893, 10-099 inches on 80 days in 1892, only 5-995 inches on 63 days in 1891, 
11-483 inches on76 days in 1890, 10'47C inches on 91daysinl889, 9-0C8 inches on 69 days in 1888, 
6-489inches on 62 days in 1887, and a twenty-five years’ .average of 10-49G inches on 81-6 days. The 
deficit so far in 1896 slightly exceeds 43 per cent 

At Knockdolian, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, the rainfall was 0 030 inch, distributed over only 2 days, 
— 015 inch falling on the 18th and the same quantity on the 19th. The total fall since January 
1st, 1896, equals 5-716 inches on 52 days, compared with 12-845 iiiehcs on 58 days in 1896, 15'G96 
inches on 85 days in 1894, and 9*565 inche.s on 65 days in 1893. 

The rainfall at Cloneevin, Killiney, Co. Dublin, was O-OGO inch ou 2 day.s — 0 03 inch falling on both 
the 18th and 19th. At this station the avei-age rainfall in May in the tenyem-s, 1S8;’-1894, wax 2+5C 
inches on 16'2 days. May, 1895, wns a very dry month, only 0-12 inch fulling on 3 days, but the 
past month " beala the record." Since January 1, 1896, 5*33 inches of rain have fallen ou 57 days at 
Cloneevin. 

A more plentifixl rainfall was recorded west and north of the city. The mea.suremcnt at the 
Ordnance Survey Office, Plicenix Park, was -400 inch on 9 days ; that at the Royal Bot.anic Gardens, 
Glasnevin, was -330 inch on 6 days. 

JUUE.— A very favourable, warm, summer-like month. It is true tliat the rainfall and rainy days 
equalled or slightly exceeded the average, but 78 per cent, of the total precipiUition occuitihI on 3 
days, leaving only 22 per cent, to be distributed over the remaining ],1 " rainy days." I’ho month, 
therefore, was showei-y rather than wet. The heat oh the 15tli was very unusual for June in Iwsland. 
The amount of cloud was large for so fine a month, and the strength and persistency of tho N.W. 
winds of the closing period are noteworthy. 

In Dublin the aiithmetical mean temperature (61 -4°) was above the average (57'8“) by 3-6®; 
the mean dry bulb readings at 9 am. and 9 p.m. were 60-3“. In the thirty-one years ending 
with 1895, June was coldest in 1882 (M. T. =5.5-8®); and in 1879 (tho "cold year") (M. T.=55-9°t 
It was warmest in 1887 (M. T.=62-3°) ; in 1865 (M. T.*G1-0D ; and in 1868 (tho " wann year 
(M. T.=»60 5®). In 1895 the M. T. was 69-2®. 

The mean height of the barometer was 29"929 inches, or 0-012 inch above the corrected average 
value for June— nmely, 29-917 inches, The mercury rose to 30-276 inches at 9 a.m. of tho 29th, 
and fell to 29‘420 inches at 9 am. of the 17th. The observed range of atmospheric pressure wa"?, 
therefore, 0-866 inch— that is. a little less than nine-tenths of an inch. 

The mean temperature deduced from daily readings of the dry bulb thermometer at 9 a.m. and 
9 p.m. was 60'3®, or 5*4® above the value for May, 189C. TJ.sing the formula, Mean Temp.^Min.+ 
(wax.— miTi. X *466), the value was 60-9°, or 3'7® above the average mean temperature for June, 
calculated in the same way. in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive (57-2®). The arithmetical 
mean of tho maximal and minimal readings -was 61'4®, compared with a twenty-five years’ avorago 
of 57'8®. On the 15th the thermometer in the screen rose to 80‘8° — -wuid, E.S.E. to S.W. ; on 
the 1st the temperature fell to 491*— -wind, El The minimum on tho graas -was 44-2®, also on tho 1st. 

The rainfall amounted to 1-883 inches, distributed over 14 days. The avorago rainfall for Juno 
in the twenty-five yea.ra, 1865-S9, inclusive, waa 1'817 inches, and the average ixumbor of rainy 
days was 13-8. The rainf^l was, therefore, slightly above, while tho rainy days wore exactly the 
average. In 1878 the rainfall in June was veiy largo— 5'058 inches on 19 days ; in 1 879 also 4-046 
inches fell on 24, dys. On the other hand, in 1889, only *100 inch was mojiaurcd on G days; 
in 1887, the rainfall was only -252 inch, distributed over only 6 days ; in 1895, 1-872 inchas 
fell on 12 days. 
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Hi;'U winds wei'c noted on 7 days, but the foi*ce of a gale was athiiued only on the 30th. 
'J'emiierntm-c rnarilied nr oxoecfUvl 70° in the screen on 0 days/coinpai-cd with 17 days in l!^«7. only 
I day in J HSH, and 7 days in 1S95. Hail fell on the ‘24fch. A tUunderstonii occurred ou the il-ith, 
and thunder was heard on the IStli. 

Th« period ended Saturday, the Cth, .saw the disappearance of the anticycLouic conditions which 
hiul so long hclil sway over the British Islands, and the snUstitution for tlioin of acyclonic distribution 
of atmospiieric pressure, with a consoqnoiib break in the iiiio weatlior. As usually happens, the 
chaufje was nceqmpaiiieil hy tluinderBU>niis, which were particularly frequent and severe in France 
and Great Britain, leas frequent and lew severe in Irehuul. In advance of the electiical disturbances 
very high day temperatures were recorilcd — the maxima up to Friday, for example, were— in Pniis, 
82*', 84", 74". and 7S"; in London, 70°, S5°, 77°, and 81°. Dublin was much cooler because the 
prevailing ciinterly juul south-easterly winds wore otf the son — the corrwsponcling values were— 64°, 
62*’, G9®, anil 07'’. Monday, the l.st, wii.s biilliaiitly line. Showers foil oji Tuesday afternoon and 
niglit, ami the sky was cloudy. Wednesday was bright and warm on the coast, showery inland. On 
Thursday ovening rain fell in heavy showem. Friday was tine in Dublin, showery inland. On 
Satunlay morning the S.E. wind freshened to n strong breeze and showery weather followed. In 
Dnhlin the biirometcr ranged from 29'971 inche.s at .*) am. of ^Vlonday^ (wind, E.) to 29‘6*2J> inches 
at 9 p.in. of Saturday (wind B.E.). On Monday the screened thevmometer.s fell to 49T“; on 
Wednesday they rose to 68‘9''. The rainfall Avas loS inch on three days, T04 inch being measured 
ou Thnisilay. The prevailing wind was S.E. 

In the neighbourhood of Dublin especially the weather of the Aveek ended Saturday, the 13th, 
was most favoural>le — fine ami AAUirm, ojily on Monday Av^'^.s theiv a moderate rainfall in or near the 
Irish capital. On the other hand, conditions were quite unsettliH.1 up to Friday in the S,, S.E., and 
E. of England, Avhore i-ain fall in abundance on Tuesday and Wednesday. This somewhat unusual 
distribution of weather wjis caused by the approach to the southern shores of the British Isles of 
two doprassions — one ou Sunday, the other on Tue.scluy. Of the.se the first hung off the exti-ome 
S.W. of Ircdaud during Sunday and Monday and then " filled up.” It thro av on various .shallow 
hiibsidiai which brought tlmiiJcrMLurms and huii\y but latliur local raiiifj to many i»arts of the 
United Jviugdoni. In Dublin uai Sunday afternoon the sky became hazy, cloudy and loAvering, but 
only a few drops of min fell — at Holyhead, on tho contrary, the mejisuremcut was six-tenths of an iucli- 
The second de))ras,sion advanced jicroas Brittany and the English Channel to England, Ireland almost 
escaping its iijflucncc. It caused abund.Lub rains and tliuiulcr.stonns in tho S. and E. of Great 
Britain, as well o.s on the Continent. At Wiesbaden 3'27 inche.s of rain fell in the 24 houns ending 
8 a,m. of Wciincsday. <Dii Friilay a large low pressure system lay off the W. of Ireland, but it retrenteii 
and Saturdiiy proved warm and bright. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer wsis 29781 
iiicluw, pi'cssuro ranging from 29'471 inches at 9 p.m. of Sunday (wind, E.), to 3l)’082 inches at 9 p.in. 
of Saturday (wind, E. by S.). The corrected ineiin temporature was 60'6°. Tire mean dry bulb 
temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was C0’.5°. On Thursday the minimum in the shade was 50'4*', 
on Saturday tlw inaxhmim wa.s 72'0“. The wind av;is variable — chiefly W.N.W. and S.E. Rain fell 
on Monday to ilieainonnt of '079 inch. 

Opening with a period of intense heat, the week ended Saturday, tlic 20th, proved changeable, 
and abundant and refreshing rains fell over Ireland, Scotland, and the hJorth of England. In the 
ijcmtli mid south-oaaboftlio last-uamcd ooimtry the rainfall was scanty — thus roversiug the distribution 
of precipitation which liad occurred in tho previous week. Blaring sunshine prevailed throughout 
Sunday and MomSay. On the hitter day the thermometer even in fee shade rose to 86° in London, 
84“ lit York, Idvernool, and Loughborough. 83° at Cambridge, 82° at Oxford and Parsonstown, and 
818 ill Dmblm. Tliis bust I'eading was the highest recorded in Dublin in June for at least 30 yearn, 
and was higher tliaja any maximum in this city observed .since July 16, 1«76, when the phenomenal 
reeling (:^ Dublin), N7‘2°, was recorded. ^ Ou six o?eaaions_ during the summer of 1868 the 
thermometer rose to S0° in fee aluide in Dublin, the highest readings of all being 86° on July 15 and 
8n° ou July 2?-. On August 1, fee luaximuin was 82°. After the gi-eat heat on Monday, temperature 
fell fast, a lutlicr ilecji depression fonne<l over Ireland and Scotland and a copious downpom- of l ain 
occurred on Tmisday night. Afterwards the weather remained cool, breezy and .showery to fee end 
of tho week. Ou Thursday very lieavy electrical showers, accompanied by thunder, fell along the 
east coast of IrekuJ. They wero due apparenlJy tea great chill durinvthe previous night, when the 
shade thormometei' fell to 45° at Paraonstown, 46° at Douaghadee, and 49“ m Dublin. In this city 
the mean pressure was 29‘932 indies, the barometer falling to 29-420 inches at 9 am. of Wednesday 
(wind, W. by S.). and rising to 30-173 inches at 9 p.ra. on Saturday (wind, W.N.W.), The 
corrected mean temperature was 62-2°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 am. and 9 p.ra. was 60-9°. 
On Moiidiiy the screened thermometers rose to 80-8", on Friday they sank to 49-4“ The rainfall 
was I I 64 inches ou four days, 700 inch being measured on Tuesday and -429 inch on Thursday, 
•w-heu thunder oeeurred. The prevailing vrinds Avere E.S.E. and W.S.W. 

Another week of changeable, but most favourable, Aveather, drew to a close on Saturday, the 27th. 
Except on Saturday the heat by day was moderate, while no very low temperatures by night were 
recorded. As a rule the barometer stood high in the S,, but was relatively low in the Jh or N.E. 
On Wednesday, wlien there waa a decided tendency to thunderstorms, slight CTadients for northerly 
-winds became established over the British Isles, lasting until Friday. At fee close of the week, a fall 
of the barometer in tlie N.W. brought W, and S.W. winds, a rapid rise of temperature and 
changeable cloudy weather. In Dublin Sunday was fair to cloudy at times. On Monday some 
showers fen— a rather heavy one at 10 p.m. Tuesday also proved showery. Early on Wednesday 
dense electrical cumuli were seen to form, and at noon a shai-p thunderstorm, accompanied by heavy 
rain and hail passed over Dublin. The rainfall resulting from the storm -was three-tenths of an 
inch Another heavy shower fell towards the evening. Thursday was cloudy and cool but fine. 
Friday was bright and warm to cloudy. Saturday was close and relaxing with much cloud—

between 2 and 3 p.m. heavy ahowei'S passed over the city. At this station the mean height of the 
barometer was 30137 inches, tlje lowest reading being SO’OOi inches at 71o a-in. of Inesday twind, 
W. by !N.), the highest 30 237 inches at 9 am. of Friday (wind, N.N.W.). The corroctod^ mean 
temperature was 61'9®. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 am. and 9 p.in. was Ol'O*'. On. bunduy 
the screened thermometers fell to on Saturday they rose to TS'S". Rainfall amouutc<l to 477 
inch on Hve days, 340 inch being measured on Weflnesduy. The prevailing wind was N.W. 
Thunder, lightuing and liail were observed on Wednesday. 

The last three clayH of the month were unsettled and windy, but for the moat pu't dry. In j lublin 
only '005 inch of rain fell on Tuesday luoming, the 30th. The direction of the >viml was cliinlly 
N.W., so that temperatui-e was not high, except on Monday afternoon, whuix the wind hiickiid to 
W.S.W. On the 30th, a fresh N.W. gale prevailed — the squalls being of unu.sual severity for 
midsummer. 

The rainfall in Dublin during the six months ending Juno 30th amounted to 7'«S54 inches on 
84 days, comimred with I2‘2b2 inches on 80 days in 1895, 14 301 indies on 100 ilnya in 1894, 
9’G24 inches on 78 days in 1893, 11'770 inches on 97 days in 1892, 8'748 inches on 77 days in 1891, 
13'413 inches on 94 days in 1890, 10'57C inches on 97 days in 1889, 12113 inches on 87 days in 
1888, C‘741 inches on 67 days in 1887, and a twenty-five years’ average of 12 313 inche-s on 
95’4 days. 

At Knockdolian, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, the rainfall was 1040 inches, distributed over 9 days. 
Of this quantity ‘960 inch fell on the 16th. The total fall since January 1 has been T'S.'iO inches 
on 61 days, compared with 14'270 inches on 67 days in the first six months of 1895, 17’381 inches 
on 90 days in 1894, and 11770 iuebes on 75 days in 1893. 

The rainfall at Cloneevin, Killiney, Co. Dublin, amounted to 1‘65 inclres on 13 day.s. Tlic greatest 
fall in 24 hour's was '04 inch on the 16th, The average rainfall for June in the 10 years 1885-1894, 
wa.s i'460 inches on 116 days. In 1895, 194 inches fell on 12 days. Since January 1, 1896, G'98 
inches of rain have talleu at this station on 70 days. 


July. — A generally favourable montli, chai-acterised, however, by occasional torrential rainfalls, 
particularly in freland, and by preceding bursts of almost trojiiciil heat in England and on the 
CoDtinent. In the Dublin distnet rainstorms of exceptional violence occurred on the 8th (1'5G3 
inches) and 24th (2'020 inches). The rainfall measurement on the 24th — 2 020 inches — was the 
largest recorded iu Dublin since May 28tb, 1892, when 2 050 inches fell witlrin tho 24 hours ending 
at 9 a-in. On tlie 25th a tliundei-stonn passed over the KUliiiey imd Kingstown district, accom- 
pjmied by torrents of rain. At Clonoevin, Killiney, 1'90 inches fell l)Otwecu 2.45 ]).m. and 4 p.m., 
being at the xute of 36'5 inches in 24 houin, During the same storm 0'06 inch fell at Fassaroc, Co. 
Wicklow, in about 30 mmutc.s, some time bet-wcen 2.30 p.m. and 3’15 p.m., this rate being i'((ual to 
31'68 inche.s in 24 hours. An often happens in July, the wind repeatedly drew into N.W. in 
Ireland, temperature falling bri.skly -with each such diaugo of direction. Tho Loudon district 
received no min in the week ending Saturday, the 25th, when tlic moasurcnieub in Dublin was 
2-95 inche-s. On Tuesday, the 21»t, the thermometer rose to 88® both in London and at Cambridge. 

In Dublin the arithmetical mean temperature (GO'9®) was slightly above tlic avunigo (60 G"); tlin 
mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. uud 9 p.m. were 59'7®. In the thirty-ono yeius ending with 
L89.5, July was coldest in 1879 (“ the cold year”j (M.T. = 57'2*''). It -was wax'mest in 1887 
•(M.T. = 63 7“^) j and in 18G8 (the “ warm year’’) (M.T. = 63 5®). In 1895 tho M. T. was 

Tile mean height of the baa-ometer was .30-00G inches, or O'ODl inch above tlio coiToctoil average 
value for July — namely, 29916 inches. The mercury marked 30372 inches at 9 a.m. of tlic l7tli,and 
fell to 29 419 inches at 4 p.m. of the 25th. The ol«erved range of atmospheric pressure was, therefore, 
0'963 inch. 

The mean temporatm-e deduced from daily i-eadings of the dry bulb thermometer at 9 a.m. and 
9 p.m. was 597®, or 0'6® below the value for June, 1896. Using tho formula, Mean Tcuip. = Min. -\- 
(mojc. — min. x -465), the value was 60 4®, or 0'2® above the average mean tcmi>ernturo for July, 
calculated in tho same way, in the twenty-five yeiu-a, 1865-89, inclusive (60'2“). The nrithuiotityil 
mean of xhc maximal and minimal rejwiings was CO'9®, compared with a twenty-five years’ average 
of GO G". On the 13th the thermometer in the screen rose to 7C'7® — wind, S.W. ; on thu 28tli tlio 
temperature fell to 45 0® — -wind, N.W. The minimum on the gras-s was 41 •0®, also on the 28tli. 

Tlie rainfall was 5'474 inches, distributed over 18 days. The average rainfall for July in tho 
twenty-five years, 1865-89. inclusive, was 2-420 indies, and the avex'agc imtnher of rainy days wiw 
17'2. The rainfall, therefore, was largely above— in fact, moro than twice — tho avorago, while the 
riiny days wore somewhat above it In 1880 tlio luinfall in July was very huge — G 0N7 inches on 
24 days ; in 1871, also, 4-391 inches fell on 28 days; and in 1895, 4-503 inches on 16 days. On the 
other band, in 1870, only 539 inch was measured on 8 days ; in 1869 the fall was only -739 inch on 
9 days ; and in 1868 only '741 inch fell on but 5 days. 

High winds were noted on only 3 days, and attained the force of a gale on only one 
occasion — the 4th. Temperature reached or exceeded 70® in tho sei-een on .9 days. In July, 1887, 
temperature reached or exceeded 70'^ in the screen on no fewer than 17 days. In 1888, the 
maximum for July was only 6>v7®. 

Lightning was seen on the 9th. A thunderstorm occun-pd on tho afternoon of tho 25tli. A 
solar halo wus seen on the 10th. The atmoephere was rather foggy on the 9th and 24tli. 

!Phe weather of the period ended Saturday, the 4tli, was cliangoablo and unsuttled, with strong 
and squally westerly winds, frefjucnb showers, and unsteady tempenituro. A fresh W. gale blow on 
Saturday. The If.irce of tho wind was unusuiJlj’ great for the time of year. It wan detonnined 
not so nmch by the jirasence of any deep atmospheric depressions over N.W. Eui' 0 ])c, aa by tho 
jieraisteuce of an area of high barometric pressure (aiiticyclonic system) over tlic Bay of Biscay and 
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the Ilxiriun Peninsula. In this way steep gnidients for W. winds were formed over the British 
Islands. On Wcdne.sflay, the 1st, great heat set in over the North of Scandinavia, culminating in 
ft tcmpcrahii'c of 91*^ at Haparaiida, on the Gulf of Bothnin, on Thursday nnd Fi iday. At 8 n.m. of 
Friday the thermometer read 75'* at thrtt station, but only at Munich, some XT'" farther S. 
Saturday wus a wild, blustering day, owing to the approach of a new depression to our N. W. coasts. 
In the afternoon heavy showers fell and staye<l a plague of dual In Dublin the hai-ometer ranged 
frtim 30‘121 inches at 9 p.in. of Wednesday (wind, N.W.) to 29’77+ inches at 4 p.in, of Friday 
(winil, W.). On Friday tne screened thermometers rose to 6!)’5'', on Saturday they fell to o3'5'. 
The rainfall was inch on lour days — '114 inch wn-s inonaurod on Thursday. The prevailing 
winds won* N.W. andW. 

The moat noteworthy foatum in the climatological record of the week ended Saturday, the 11th, 
wsus the nun.storni which aft'cctcd Ireland and 5lorth Wales, and (to a less extent) the North of 
England and the Smith of Scotland on Wednesday and Thui-sdny. At the beginning of the period 
the wcatlier was fine and warm. On Monday a shift of %vind to the northward, while the cloud- 
curront was still south-wester-ly, caused a heavy rainfall at several Irish stations — P28 inchi» at 
Donu.ghadee, 0 04 inch at Paraonstown, and 034 inch in Dublin. The chill which led to the 
jirecipitivtion had already ocemred at Duuaghadee at 8 a.m. on Monday, but did not reach Dublin 
until 6.4.5 p.m. In the course of the following day thundersfcoims of great severity occurred in the 
midland ami eastern counties of England. In London rain only threatened, and the thermometer 
rose to 86® in the shade, On Wednesday a complex depression advanced over Ireland from W. 
and rain foil in tonents, accompanied by sheet lightning at night and by thunder at Holyhead, 
Youghal, Liveii^ool, and Shields, Fog formed over the Irish Sen, early on Thursday morning, 
while the i*ainatorm was at its woi-st I'lio wind soon shifted to N. and rI.E., and towards evening 
of Thursday the weather became fair and bracing. At night the screened tberinometers fell to 42^^ 
at Parsonstown, 43“ at Naim, 44“ at Stornoway, and 47° at Wick and Valentia ns well as in 
Dublin. Tho last two days of the week were very tine, and summer heat returned on Saturday. 
Marked ‘ visibility ’ was obsoivable on Saturday evening. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer wns 30022 inches, the extremes Iieirg — lowest, 29'71.o inches at 9 p.m. of Wednesday 
(wind, S.E.) ; higho.st, 30 230 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind, E.S.J2 ). Tlie corrected mean 
temperature was 59 8°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p,iii. was 59 5°. On 
Saturday the sci-eeued thennoiueterH rose to 74T®, having fallen to 471° on Friday. The rainfall 
WM 2‘078 inchc.s on three day.s, T.iliS inches bein<j registercrl on Wediit^sday. The wind was very 
variable in direction. At Greystoncs, (Jo. Wicklow, the ramfall was 2 370 inchea on three days. 
1-020 inches falling on Wednesday, P075 inchea on Thursday. 

Changealilc hut favourable weather was recorded durir^ the week ended Saturday, the 18th. At 
first an antioyclono embraced England, Belgium, and the North of France. It was attended by a great 
hent-wavo, the thermometer rising to 86° in the shade on Monday in London and Pai-is and at 
Cambridge. Even in Dublin the maximum on that day was 77°. An irregular and shallow 
depression now moved in from the Atlantic, causing clouds, showers, and a fall of temperature. 
This system still had its centre over Holland on Friday morning, when, liowever, it was finin g up. 
In its mar an area of high atmosphei'ic pressure advanced over Ireland from the Atlantia This- 
rendored tho gradients for polar winds rather steep over the British Islands, and accordingly cold, 
squally northerly brecicas set in, being accompanied by gloomy, chilly, rainy weather in the east and 
south-east nf England. In London the maximal temperature for the 24 houra ending 8 am. of 
Friday was 58°, or 28° below the reading recorded on Monday. As the anticyclooe moved 
southeastward on Friday, the wind backed towards W. in Ireland and moderated with a much 
higher temperature hut very clouded skies. In Dublin tho mean barometric reading was 3(1'21}> 
inches, nreasure ranging from 29 995 inches at 9 am. of Tnasdny (wind, S.W.) to 30'372 inches at 9 
am, of Friday (wind, N.). The corrected mean temperature was 61 •9“. The mean dry bulb reading 
at 9 a.m. and 9 p.nt was 61'5°. On Monday the maximum in the screen was 7C7®, on Thui-sdar 
tho minimum was 47 6°. Bain fell on the first three days to the amount of 042 inch only, 020 inci 
1:«ing measured on Tuesday. The prevailing winds were S.W. and N. 

As regards the week ended Saturday, the 25tli, warm and aummerlike at fii-st, the weather soou 
fell into an unsettled rainy condition, so far as Ireland, Scotland, and the Nortli of England were 
concerned. In the .south and east of the last-named country, the heat became almost tropical and 
very little rain fell until quite the close of the period. On Tuesday the thermometer rose to 88° in 
the shade in Ixindon and at Cambridge. During Sunday and Monday an anticyclone overlay the 
southern half of the British Islea A warm S.W. wind prevailed in Ireland, sending the ther- 
mometer up to 72° ac Donaghodee and Parsonstown, and to 76" in Dublin on Sunday, and to 73°in 
Dublin and at Paraonstown on Monday. A complex V-ahaped depression spread eastward across 
Ireland on Monday niffht, causing rain, a shift of wind to N.W. and a brisk fall of temperature. 
Wednesday was a brigl^t, bracing day, with a very dry atmosphei-e — at 2 p.m. the percentage of 
relative humidity feU to 48. Local showers ocemred towards evening. On Thursday the 
barometer fell steadily as another complex depression came in from the Atlantic, momentarily- 
growing deeper. The system continued to develop until Saturday afternoon, when the barometer 
read only 29-42 inches in Dublin. It caused torrential rains for the second time in the present 
month mi the shores of the Irish Sea and St. George’s Channel, which rains were, on Saturday 
afternoon, accompanied by thunder aud lightning. In Dublin the mean height oi the barometer 
was 29 875 inches, pressure ranging between 30-178 inches at 9 am. of Sunday (wind, W.S.W.) and 
29-419 inches at 4 p.m. of Saturday (wind, S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 617°. The 
mean dry bulb reading at 9 am. and 9 p.m. was 60-5” On Sunday the screened thermometers rose 
to 76-0" on Wednesday they fell to 52-0°. The rainfall was 2-954 inches on five days, 2-020 inches 
being measured on Friday.. The prevailing winds were W.S.W. and N.W. A thunderstorm 
occurred on Saturday afternoon. 
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Although changeable in the midille of the ]ievioil ending Friday, the 31st, the weathor wnn nmeh 
'fairer and drier than that of the previous week. On Sunday the ile])ri«.sum wliicli had eaused such 
heavy rains at the close of tiic preceding period, was still found off the W. of Scothunl, while n 
secondary ” system was moving towards E.N.E. across the S. of England. Gusty N.W. wind.s aiid 
passing showers prevailed in Dublin, while a heavy fall of rain amounting to 'Cf- inch occun\!<l in 
London, accompanied by thunder and lightning. By Monday morning the main depresaitm hiul 
travelled eastward and lay between the of Scotland and S.W. til' Norway. It was ipiiokly 
tilling up. N.W, winds and cool, cloudy weather were reported, 'i’oward.s niglit tins sky cleanal 
and temperature fell fast, the minima in Dublin being 45^' in the seveen and 41 " on the grnsH. At 
Naim 41^ in the screen was recorded. On Ikiesday night the thoniiomutcr wink to 30'^ on bln- giji.s,s 
at Oxford. At this time a new depression was showing off the N.W. of Ireland, its advent being 
heralded by the appearance of cirrus cloud in which parhelia developed. 'I'his clisturhanci! suildcniy 
changed its cuumu and tiuvelicd in a soutli-oa-sturly direction acroas Irolind. 'I'ho wind wii-s first 
S.W., aftenvards N.K.. but notwithstanding this abrupt change in direction rainfall was not heavy, 
except at Vaientia Island (73 inch), Donagbadoo (74 inch). Ardrossim (‘SS inch), and in Enidon 
•(■3.5 inch). On Thuraday in Dublin the weather was at first dull, hub ai’terwarde heeaino fair and 
bright, and so continued to the end. The barometer in this city ranged between :U17X!J inche-s at 
9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, N.W), and 29 C77 inches at 0 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, S.W.). On 
Tuesday the screened thermometers fell to 45‘0® ; c-n Wednesday they mso to (>67''. Ibiin fell ou 
three days to the amount of •134 inch, '070 inch being measured on Wednesday. The prevailing 
winds were N.W. and N.K. 

The rainfall in Dublin during the seven month.s ending July 31.st amounted tu 13 .‘>2S inches on 
102 days, compared with 16785 inches on 96 days in 1895, 1S133 inches on 13(1 days in 1894, 
11‘666 inches on 92 days in 1893, 7'935 inches on 80 day.s in 1887, and a twenty-five yours’ 
average of 14733 inches on 112'6 days. 

At KuookdoUau, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, the rainfall in July was 5726 inclics on 16 days, 
compai*ed with 3'68U inches on 1C days in 1895, 3‘805 liichos on 19 days in 1S94, and V290 
inches on 1.5 daj’S in 1893. Of the total rainfall 1-881 inches fell on the 24th, 1-075 inches on the 
!)tli, and 1-020 inches on the 3th. The total fall since January 1 ha.s l>cen 13-082 inchuH on 77 
.Jays, compared with 17‘950 inches on 83 days in 1895, 21-186 inches on 115 days in 1894, and 
13'0 (j 6 iucoes on 90 days in 1893. 

At Clonoovin, Killiney, Go. Dublin, the rainfall in July was 672 inches on 20 days, compai-ed-with 
a ten years’ average of 2 035 inclies on 13-9 days. On the 23th the rainfall wjis 1-93 inches. In 
July, 1895, 3-58 inches fell on 17 days, in 1894 4-9S inehe-s fell on 23 days. Since January 1, 1806, 
13'90 inches of min have fallen on 90 days at this station (Cloneovin), so that the rainfall in July 
near-ly equalled that of the previou-s six uiontlis. 


August. — A cool, breezy, showery month, with a rciuarkablo prevalence of nortlierly anil 
nortli-westerly winds. In Dublin rain fell in meoHureahlo amount on as many as 18 days, 
but the total precipitation fell short of the average by 1-689 inches. This was duo to the fact 
that the i-ainfall was chiefly caused by showers — indeed, not a single coiitinuou.Hly "wet ilay ’’ 
occurred during the month. ITiu amount of cloud was very large in the moniiiigH — 72 9 per 
cent, but the ove3iing allies were much Iroer from cloud — 54-2 per cent. only. 

In Dublin the arithmetical, mean teuipcratuie (oS-S®) was decitledly below the averago (5J)-7"); 
the mean di-y bulb readings at 9 a-m. and 9 p.m, were 57-5®. In the thirty-one years emllug with 
1895, August was coldest in 1881 (M. T.=r)7-d"), and warmest in 1893 (M. T.=6J10'’). In l8!f,5 tho 
M.T. was GO-0® ; in 1879 (the “ cold year ’’), it wa.s 577'’. 

The mean height of tho barometer -was 3(H)73 inches, or 0176 inch al)Ovc the corroctoil avc.rjigo 
value for August — namely, 29 897 inches. The uiei-cury marked 30-361 inches at am. of tho 
loth, and fell to 29'570 inches at 11-30 p.m. of the 29tli. The ol«ervod rangts of atiiuwpherie 
pre&sure was, therefoj-e, -791 inch — that is, a little leas tlmn four-riftlLs (jf an incli. 

The mean temperature deduced from daily readings of tlie dry bulh thunuoimitci- at 9 a.m. atid 9 
p.m. was ST-o". or 13® below the value in August, 1896. It was also 2-2® below tho valuo for 
July, 1896. Using the formula, Jfcan i'emp. =* J/m. -f (-mcKC. — min. x ‘47). the mean tiiinjsoraturo 
was 57-9®, or 1-4* below the avei-age mean temperature for Augu.st, calculiitod in the same way, in 
the twenty-five yearn, 1865-89, inclusive <59'3®). 'I’he arithmetical mean of tho maximal and 
minimal readings was 58'3“, compared with a twenty-five years’ average of 59-7®. On the 23rd 
the thei-momter in tho .sci-een rose to 71 -1®— wind, W.S.W. ; on the 26th tho temperature fell to 
45 6® — wind, N.W. The minimum on the gi-oss was 42-0“, on the Gtli and 2Gth. 

The raiuMl was 1136 inches, distributed over 18 clays. The average rainfall for Aiigu.st in 
the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive, was 2-82.5 icches, and the avemge number of raiiivdays 
was 15-5. The rainfall, therefore, was much Ijclow, while the rainy days wern coUisidoi-siCly in 
exccasof, the average.

High wiud.s were noted on as many ns 13 days, ami attained the fnreo of a g?itn (»n three 
occasions in Dublin — the 13th, 24th, and 3(*th. Thunder occurred on tho "(Ith. ljunar Jialos woi-o 
.seen on the 19th, 24fch, and 27th. Temperature reached 7G“ iu the screen on 2 ilays. Hail foil 
un tho 2Gth. 

The weather was very fine, briglit, and suinmer-liko on Saturday, the 1st. 

Throughout tlie week ended Salm-day, the 8th) an anticyclone, or area of high iKU-ometrib 
pi’cs.sure, lay over Ireland and upon tlie Atlantic to tho wc.rtwai-d of this couiiti-y. It was of 
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moderate intensity, the bjiromcter never exceeding 30'4 inches. The weatlier may be descrilicd as 
cool anil cloudy, with moderate to fiesh northerly wiiid.s and scanty ruinfall. On tlie Continent 
conditions wern less favourable than in Ireland owing to the appeai'anco of atmospheric deprc.si>ions 
both over the Gulf of Hotlmia and in the Mediteiranean Basin. At tin\es also secondaiy low- 
pvL’ssuiv .systcras moved aeroas the North Sea in a southerly direction, bringing squally N. winds 
and cold slmwurs to the castem seaboard of Grcait BiiUiin and even of Ireland between ’Wednesday 
evening juid Friday aftorntion. No extreme heat wa.s observed by day — tlie highest shade-reading 
of the thermometer was 72*^ at Prawlc Point (Devon) and Duugeiicss (Kent) on Ihiesday — at 
Ji'mey a. iimxiraurii of 7a" av.os recorded on hionday. On the other hand, the nights were often 
very cool for the time of year. On Tuesday night the screened thermometer sank to 30* at Nairn 
ami to at Wide luul Loiighboiough. At the last named btatiou the thennometer fell to 32® 
on the gnew. In Dublin tliu mean lieiglit of the bar.nneter was 3O170 inchas, pressure falling to 
30 ().S() inelics at 0 p.m. of Monday (wind, N.N.E.) and rising to 30'200 iucheH at 0 am. of Thimsday 
(wind N.). The coirectcd mean temperature was o7‘l*. The mean ilry bulb I’eading at 0 a.m. 
and !> j).in. was 5()'7*^. On Monday tlie ncieened therniometei's rose to (jC'4® ; on Wednesday they 
fell to 407°. Rainfall amounted to "043 inch on two “miiiy’' days, 021 inch being jneosuted on 
Friday. An additional 002 inch was recorded on Saturday. The prevalent winds were northerly 
(N.N.E. and N.N.W.). 

Changeable, bree/y, .showery weather prevailed throughout the week ended Saturday, the l.oth. 
A.S for some time past, so in this period an ai-ea of Irigh atmospheric pressure exist«l over the 
Atlantic — at first to the N.W. and W. of Ireland, afterwards off the S.W. and S. of tlris country. 
On Sunday morning a large and irregulararea of relatively low pres.suixj — 30 inches or slightly less 
— w’lis over France. It hjul cau.sed heavy rani and thunder and lightning during the previous night 
in the S. and E. of England — oven at Greystoiics, Co. Wicklow, a local heavy fall of rain amounting 
to ‘350 inclr took phicc on Sunday morning. Only light showera fell at this time in Dublin, and the 
ilay proved tine and bright with a cool N.E. wind. On Monday jiftemoon the wind backed towai*da 
W., as a low pressure system approached Norway from W.N.W. TMs system caused higher 
temperatures, but at the same time shower-a in many districts. On Wednesday a deeper dein-c-ssion 
camo in over Scotland, so tliat the wind froshened a.nd shower-s continued to fall At h a.m. of 
Friday the main domession was stationary near the Shetlands. while secondaries lay over Deinmuk 
and also over the English Channel On Saturday an anticyclone was again found off the West of 
Ireland, and northerly winds, cloudy skies, mid lower temiieratures prevailed. In Dublin the mean 
atmus[ilmric jiressuns was .')0'207 inchos, the iNUomcter varying from 30‘3G1 inches at 9 am. of 
Monday (wind, N.N.E.) to 2U'999 inchos at 9 am. of Friday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected mean 
tempeiaturo was G01“. lire mean dry bulb tompci'atnre at 9 am. and 9 p.m. was 5S'9°.

Altliougli no ntiiuJKphcric depreasiona of great imjiortanoo were oUsorved, yet the passage eastward 
or Hontli-oostward acvo.ss North-western Europe of numerous iri’egular and .somewhat complex 
areas ot relatively low baroincter readings kept the weatlier in an un.settled, clomly, showery con- 
ditiim all through the week ended Saturday, the 22nd. Sunday was a fine day in Ireland, the 
jiir WO.S «lry and tcmporii.ture was low. A ridge of high pi-eanure moved away eastward ns the day 
advanced, ho that by Monday morning gradients for southerly winds had developed, and tire weather 
liu'l become dull anil thrcHteiiiiig. A considerable fall of min took place on Monday .aftemoon. 
Tuphi lay was fine, bub .some rain again fell at nigliL On Wednesday, northerly wiud.s blew over 
li-olaiid, while tho weather was Icopt in a rainy state in Great Br itain by several shallow atmos- 
pheric depressions. Tho last three days of the week in Dublin began with clouds and light falls 
of rain, but the afternoons and evenings were finer and brighter. Thunder mid lightning occurred 
in London on Wutlnividay iiiglit. There was once more a tendency for tho wind to di-aw into N.W. 
and N. In Dublin the mean height of the iMiromoter was 30-017 incbe.s, preasuro ranging from 
30-213 inches at 9 a.m. ef Sunday (wind, N.) bo 29-8GG inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, S.W.).

ITu-oughout the week ended Saturday, the 29th, tho weather remained in on unsettled state— 
with varying temperature, much cloud, blustering winds, and frequent il' not heavy fails of rain, 
Tho clningeable conditions of the period were brought about by a succession of atmospheric 
depreasiom. which travelled eastwards or spi-eail south-eastwards across the N.W. of Europe. At 
tho beginning, temperature was high, so that on Sunday the thermometer rose in the shade to 
71'-' in Dublin and at Roche’s Point, Co. Cork ; to 73'' at Hurat Castle, 74® in London and at 
Prawle Point. Devon ; and to 75® at Oxford, On Monday a decided ‘‘chill’' occun-ed whi^ 
culminated in a sp-ell of unusual cold for August on Tuasday, Wednesday, and Thursday, AVithm 
this period strong N. and N.W. winds prevailed, and heavy showers of rain and hail descended, 
jwcompaniod in many places by thunder and lightning. On Tuesday night the thermometer in the 
screen tell to 37® at AUrdeen, 3S* at Wick, and 40° at Naim.

The sunset was of great beauty. Mondiiy, the 31st, was at first cold, then fair and bright. A 
thunderstorm with heavy min and hail passed acrass the centi'e of Ireland in th(s «flrcrno(jn. At 
Paraonstown, Cl indi of rain was measured after the storm. 

The rainfall in Dublin during the eight months undiiig Augii.st Slst amounted to 14-4C‘> 
inches on 120 days, compared with 20’333 inches on 123 dayaiji 189;), 9'4.^5 inclios on 06 flays during 
the same period in LS87, and a twenty-five yeiirs’ average of 17 558 inch&s on 128-1 days. 

At Knockdolian, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, the minfall in August, IbOC, was 1245 inclu's ot> L4 
days, compared with 4 7S.5 inches distributed over 24 days in 189S. Of this (piantity ’H-IO inuh 
fell on the 8th. The total fall since January 1 amounts to 14-327 inches on 91 day.s, eoiiipan;d 
with 22-68.5 inches on 107 days in 1895. 25-206 inches on 131 days in 1894, 16-341 inehos <>n 
106 days in 1893, and 21-296 inches on 108 days in 1892. 

September. — Unlike the Septomhers of 1893, 1894, and 1895 — all of which were fine and 
summer-like — the month under revierv was throughout unsettled, _ .stormy, and exccasiycdy wot. 
The rainfall was a record one — it amounted to .5 073 iirches in Dublin, 5"79 iuchc-s at Can-ickminea, 
Co. Dublin, and 7'585 iiiche-s at Greystones, Co. Wicklow. At tlio Ordnance Survey Office. PlumiL'c 
Park, it was 4-820 inches. The atmosphere was in a state of most unsettled o«[uilihriuiii, and 
several vcv}' deep barometrical depressions passed aci-os.s Western Europe. In Dublin, by a singular 
coincidence, the mean ma.ximal and minimal temperatures, and the mean tempern.ttrre derived from 
the daily extremes were all practically equal to the averages for September. 1'he mean atmo.splmric 
pre.s.sm*e wa.s, however, largely in defect. 

In Dublin the withmeticai mean temperature (55-8’) was exactly the avenigo C5.5-8°); tho mean 
dry bulb readings at 9 a.in. and 9 p.ra. were 54-4®. In the thirty-one years ending with 189.5, 
September was coldest in 1886 and in 1882 (M. T.=53-0‘^), and warmest in 1865 (SL T. = 01-4*). 
The throe wavmast September experienced in Dublin of late years have been — 1865 (M. T.=Cl-4®), 
1890 (M.T.«59-6“), and 1895 (iI.T. = 59'l). 

Tile mean height of the barometer was 29707 inches, or 0-203 inch below the corrected average 
value for September — namely, 29-910 inches. Tlie mercury rose to 30-449 inches at 9 p.m. of the 
•30th, and ftdl to 28-680 inches at 5.30 am. of the 25th. The observed range of atmosphenc pressuxo 
was, thei'tffore, 1-709 inches — that Is, a little more tlum an inch and thrco-qmvi ters. 

The mean tempemture deduced from daily readings of the dry bulb theiTOometer at 9 a.m. and 
9 p.m. wa.s 54'4“. or S I” below tho value for Augu.st, 1896. Using tho formula, Mmn Teiivp. 
=31-171. + (7H/ta;.—m'in. X -476), the mean temperature w-as 55-5", or exactly equal to tho avenoge 
mean tempei-ature for September, calculated in tho .same way, in the twenty-five yoam, 186.5-89, 
inclusive (55-5"). The arithmetic^ mean of the maximal and minimal roadings wa.s 55-8'’, compared 
with a twenty-five years' average of 65-8°. On the 17tl» the thermometer in the .semon iswo to 
— wind, S.W. ; on the 21st the temperature fell to 41'1" — wind, S.E. The minimum on the 
gross was 36-8", also on tho 21.st. 

The rainfall was 5-073 inches, distributed over 23 days. This was a record measurement, being 
more than double the avei-age. The average rainfall for September in the twenty-five years, 
1865-89, inclusive, was 2-176 inches, and the average number of rainy day.s wa-s 14-7. In 1871, 
the rainfall was very large — 4 048 inche.s on, ho-wever, only 13 days. On the other hand, in lHfi.5, 
only '056 inch was measured on hut 3 days. In 189.3, -729 inch foil on 14 days ; in 1894, only 
*442 inch on 8 days ; and in 1895, only -543- inch on 7 days. 

High winds were noted on fifteen days, and attained the force of a gale on soven occa.Hion.s in 
Dublin — the 14th, 16th, 17th, 22nd, 23rd, 25th, and 27th. Lightning was seen ou tho 9tli, 10th, 
12th, and 27th. The atoosphere was fo gg y on the 4th and 9tli. Hail fell on tho 19th. A lunar 
halo was seen on the 16th, a solar halo on the 18th. 

During the period ended Saturday, the 5th, the weather was changejtble and misettle<l generally, 
but a very fine spell was enjoyed in and near Dublin up to the evening of Tliursday the 3i*d, when 
heavy rain set irt At the beginning an area of relatively high pmssuro lay over the West of 
Ireland, while a depression moved !U3ro.ss England, enlarging its borders and becoming Ifoth deeper 
and more complex. The result was that tlnmder and lightning and heavy i-ains occurred in many 
parts of Great Britain. Ou the morning of Tlmtsday tho 3rd, a now depresmon was found off the 
extreme S.W. of Ireland, so that the weather broke in this country also, and at night thundcr.storms 
were reported from Koche’s Boint and Valentia Island, while ’430 inch of min fell in Dublin and 
-760 inen at Greystones. After a dull damp day the downpour was renewed on Friday evening and 
continued through the night— the measurement in Dublin on Saturday morning being -949 inch. 
After 9 a.m. of Saturday the weather improved, becoming in the end bi-ight and bracing. In Dublin 
the barometer ranged from 30-061 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, N.N.W.), to 29 766 inches at 
9 p.m. of Friday (wind, N.E.). On Wednesday the screened thermometers fell to 48-7", on Thursday 
they rose to 65-4®. The rainfall was 1-382 inches on two days, -949 inch being registered on Friday. 
The prevailing winds were N.W. and N.E. 

Very unsettled, thundeiy, and rainy weather pro-vailed during the greatov part of tho week ended 
Saturday, the 12th, over the British Islands, France, and Germany. At the beginning, however, a 
spell of fine -weather was^ enjoyed, especially in Ireland, where moderate hTE. winds blew on 
Snnday, in connection with a high pressure system which stretched south-we.stwards to this 
country from the extreme N.W. of Norway. Already on Monday morning a diistnrbing element 
showed itself in the form of a large area of relatively low pressure, which was at that time moving 
northwards from the Peninsula This system steadily advanced over the Bay of Biscay, grew 
deeper, and thre-w out various secondary areas of low pressure, in connection with -which storms 
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of thuDdor, liglibaing, min and hail developed in many French and English districts. By Wednesday 
morning the centre of low proasurc had reached Cornwall, whence it stretched across to Kerry. 
On Thuraday morning ia was passing out north-westwnrd.s ovei' the Atlantic from Mayo and 
Donegal, but a now depression h^ reached the moatli of the English Channel travelling towards 
E.N.E. This caused a renewal of the electrical disturbances in France and England. At 3 p.m. of 
Thmsclay a violent and voiy ilustrnctive whirlwind passed over Paris, preceded by torrents of rain- 
In the ciiui-su of tlie nights of both Thursday and Friday, further depressions crossed Ireland from 
the .soutliwnrd, accoinpiuned by scpially S.K or S. winds and heavy I'ains. Sunny, wai’ra intervals 
wore onjuyud hi tliu daytime — the changes from fair to foul weiither and back again being 
unasually sudden imd fa'oquuiit. In Dublin the baroiiiotor ranged between 3U U76 iiiche-s at 9 p.m. 
of Sunday (wind. N E.), and 29'300 inches at 11.45 p.iii. of Saturday (wind, S.E.). The mean 
atmoHplioric preasure was 2D-719 inches. The corrected mean temperature was 59T®. The mean 
<lry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 ji.iiL was oT-D". On Sunday the screened thermometers fell to 
52-!)“, on Satm-day they ro.se to f)7‘7“. Rain fell on five days to the total amount of T370 inches, 
•239 indi being measured oii Friday and ‘bSO incli on Saturday. The prevalent wind was S.E. 
Lightning was .soon on tho evenings of Wednesday, Tlmrsday, and Satui-day. 

The atmosphere over North-Westex’n Europe was in a very perturbed state aJl through the week 
ended Saturday, the 19th. A aeries of large and deep depi-es.sion.s traversed the Atlantic and 
Norwegian Sea in a north-easterly direction, wliile secondary low pressure systeins spread east- 
wards aci'oss the Bi|tish Islands towards Central Europe. Connected with the.se barometric 
disturlwnceis, copious I'oins fell from time to time in nciuly all districts, and moderate to fresh or 
even strong galw blew from S., S.W.. or N.W. at exposed points on the British and Irish coasts. 
On Tuesday and again on Friday morning the barometer sank below 29 inches — on the former 
occasion to 28’99 inches at Clu-istiansund in Norway, ou the latter to the same point at Sximburgh 
Hoad in tho Shctlands. In Dublin the week was uahoreil in strong southerly winds and torrents 
of rain early on Sunday morning. The day proved fine. Gales occurred on Monday, Wednesday, 
and Tliuraday — the last being the moat severe. It was followed by a brisk decrease of temperature, 
so that on Friday the thormoinctcr failed to touch GO® in the shatle, whereas on Thursday it had 
riflun to (i8'4® in front of tho storm. Thunder and lightning occurred in the S.E. and E. of Etiglaoid 
on Sunday, and at some Scotch stations on Tuesday and Wednesday. A lunar halo appeared on 
Wednesday evening, and a solar halo on Friday forenoon. Heavy hail luul rain sliowei-s fell ou 
Saturday afternoon. In Duljlin tho mean atmospheric piessure was 29'G08 inches, the barometer 
ranging between 29dll inches at 1.39 p.m, of Monday (wind, S.W.) and 29 923 inches at 9 p.m. of 
Wednesday (wind, W.S.W.). The coreccted mean tempenituvo wa.s 5G ()®. The mean dry bulb 
I'tiiuling at 9 a.n>. and 9 p.m. was 5+'2". On Thursday tho acreonod thormomctei's rose to 68‘4", on 
both Friday luul Saturday tliey tell to 477°. The rainfall was •415 inch on six days, ’241 iuch 
being measured on Monday. The jn-cvulcnt winds wei’o S.W., W.. and W.N.W. Hail fell on Saturilay. 

As to tho week ended Saturday, tho 2Gth, yet another spell of storm and rain has to be recorded. 
In tins pevioil, besides other second-rate disturbances, two storm-centres of gitat intensity sped 
rapidly aeross tlic British Isles in an easterly direction — the first ou iMoiiday night, the .second on 
I’tiui-silay niglit Botli sy.stcms caused downpoui-s of rain and violent galas from difi'erent quarters 
all over Wcstcni Europe, iind oven when tho main distiu'bauccs had pa.sscd away the weatiier was 
kept in an uTisettlod, showery, .squally condition by the arrival of aecoiidjuy shallower depressions 
from the Atlnntic. Sunday broke fair and cold, with N.W. winds. Heavy sliowens fell aa the day 
advanced. A very cold night ensued, the theiinomcter falling in tlie sha<le to 41® in Dublin, 40® at 
Doniigliadee, 39“ at raraunstown, 3b® in Lojidon, 37" at Shields, Yoi’k, and Cambridge, and 34" at 
Lough) lomngb. On Monday a general reduction of atmospheric pressure took ])hice in advance of 
the. deep depressions of Tuesday and Friday, and tho weather became broken and rainy. At 2 p.m. 
of Tutisday the biurometer wiis down to 2873 inches in Dublin. In the evening the wind rose to a 
fresh or even a whole g.a!o from W. and N.W. Squalls luid heavy showera prevailed on Wednesday, 
but tho wcMither improved in the uftornoon. By b am. of Thursday tho cyclonic centre had reached 
Cotjenhagoii. Ou tuis ihiy the sky became overcast with sheet ch*rus, and at night another and still 
deojKjr dtq)ros.sion swojjt eastwards across Ireland at tlie rate of some GO miles an hour. The centre 
paaHiiil mill’ Dublin about 5.30 am. (Irish time), reaching Liverpool at 8 a.m. (Eugli.sh time) — the 
baremotor foil to 2.S6G inches near the eeutre. A secondary depression followed on Saturday 
momiu". In Dublin the mean height of the bjvi’ometer was 29-517 inches, pressure i-anging 
between 29-S31 inches at 9 p.m, of Wednesday (wind, W. by N.), and 2B-680 inches at 5.30 a.m. of 
Friday (wind, N. by W.). The corrected mean temperature was 51-8". Tho mean dry bulb 
temnerature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 51-7®. On Tuesday tho screened thermometei-s rose to 62-5'’ 
having fallen to 41-1° on Monday. The rainfall was 140G inches on 7 days, -449 inch being 
regis^red ou Thursday. The rainfall at Greystones, Co. Wicklow, was 3-070 inches, of which 1 -280 
in&ioM fell on Monday. Tlie prevamng wind was W.N.W 

(3iangeable showery, chilly weather continued to the 29th, when conditions temporaxily impi-oved 
owing to the formation of an anticyclone over the southern portion of the United Kingdom. 
On the 30th tho baiximeter rose to about 30’o0 inches near the centi-e of tliis high pressure system. 
On the morning of Sunday, the 27tb. there was a S.W. gale, in front of which temperature rose to 
64-6" As the day advanced a brisk fall of the thermometer occuixed, there were heavy showei-s, 
and lightning wiia seen in the evening over tlie Ii-ish Sea. The 30th was the finest day enjoyed for 
several weeks.

Since January 1, lK9h, inches ol 
rain have fallen at Cloneevin on 129 days. The rainfall in the lirst nirni iiiontiis nl tjioyi'ariit 
Cloneevin was 22 92 inches oii 150 days in 1894, 21’o8 inches on 12!) day.s ia 1895. Ol tin’. 20 >0 
inches lueasiued up to September 30 in 1896, 11'89 inches iell on 43 days in the two iiKinths — .Inly 
and September. The e.xceptional chanicter of the I’ainfall in September, 189G, m.ay l»e j£athi;i*ed 
from the fact that the greatest fall pi'eviously i-ccorded in Soiitcmber at Cloneevin was .3'4/ indies, 
on 17 days, in 1885. 

At Bitinanstown House, Cabintoely, Co. Dublin, the September rainfall was .6\55 inches ; at 
Claremont, Carrickmiues, it •was 5‘79 inches. 

October. — As in 1892 and 1895, so in 1896, October proved a very cold month. It wa.s also 
inclement in the matter of wind and minfall. Hml it imt been for a fow warm days at the lieginuing, 
the mean temperature would have been the lowest on record within recent ya-u-s. As it was, it only 
exceeded the roeoril-bn‘n.king value of 44-8*' in 1892 by 0-2°, and was dw® helow the avm-age. The 
rainfall was c.'cee.ssive along the coast .south of Dublin — 6*92.5 inches at Orcystones, 5-230 inuhen at 
Killiney. In Dublin not half tills precipitation occurred. This result was btouglit ahout by a low 
temperature inland chilling the vajiour-ladeii northerly winds along the coast. Tn Dublin Um 
screened thBrinouieter did not once roach .>0® afterthe 17th. Sharp thunder anil hailstorms oecuTVed 
on the 29th near and in this city. 

In Dublin the uritlnuetical uieau temperature (45-()") was much below the avern^e (49*7*’) i tho 
mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. wei'e 4S'8“. In the tliii*ty-one years ending witli 1895, 
Octol>er was coldest ui 1892 (M. T. = 44-8®), in 1880 (M. T. = 45-4®), and in 1885 (M. T. =• 45 .5®). 
It wn-s wannest in 1876 (M T. = 53-1®), In lS9'i the M. T. was only 46-2". October, 1892, lioaL 
the record foi' culdiie,s.s, but was nearly apjiroachod by the month now under review. 

The mean height ot the Iwirninctcr was 29-760 inches, or 0 080 inch below the corrected average 
value for October, namely, 29-840 inches. The mercury i-o-sc to 30-480 inches at 11.4.5 p.m. of the 13th, 
and fell to 28 780 inches at 7.15 a.in. of tlic 8th. Tho olistivv-cd range of atmospheric pressure "was, 
therefore, a.s much os 1*700 inchas. 

The mean tciupemturc deduced from daily readings of tlio dry Iniib Micniionictor at 9 a.in. and 
9 p.m. was 43'8®, or 10-6® below tlie value for hicptomlKM-. The aritlimctic!i! mean nl' l lm m.-iN-imal 
and minimal readings was 45*0‘’, compared witli a twouty-livo yearn' average of 4i)'7". Ihsing ibe. 
formula, ilcaib 'I'<!7>VfK = 2rni. + (^max. — min. x -485), tho value was 44'b®, or 4’7® below tbu 
average mean temperatm e for October, calcnlatefl in tho Hanie way, in tho twenty-live years, 186,5-89, 
inclusive (49'5°). On the ’iucl the thermometer in tho .sci*con rose to 63-7® — wind, R.W. j on the 23rd. 
the tcmi>eraturc fell to 30*1® — wind, W.N.W. The minimum on the gi'ass wa.s 26*6®, also on the 23rd. 
On two uights tho thennometcr sunk to or below 82® in tlio screen, and on thirUsoii nights frost 
occurred on the gi*ass. 

The rainfall was 2-515 inches, distributed over 22 ilays — the rainfall waslxdow, wliilo tho rainy 
days w’eve decidedly above, the average, The avemgc minliill for fletobcr in the twenty-fivo yours, 
1865-89, inclusive, was 3106 inches, and the average luuubor of i-aiuy days was 17*6. In 1880 tho 
rainfall in October was very large — 7*358 inches on 15 days. In 1875, also, 7*049 indies fell ou 
26 clays. On the other liand, in 1890, only *639 inch fell on but 11 daysi in 1884 only *.8.H4 inch on 
but 14 (laj's; and in 1868 only *856 inch on 15 days. October, 1890, proved the driest nn rcconl 
for more tlian a quarter of a century at least. 

There were thunderstorms on the evening of the 29th, and lightning was .seen also on the night of 
the 21st. High rvind.s were noted on eleven days, but attained uro force of a gale on only one occlusion 
— the 8th. The atmosphere *wa» more or less foggy in Dublin on tho 7th, 13th, 28th, ami 29th. 
Hail fell on the 6th, 24th, and 29th ; sleet on the 11th, 24th, and 29th. A lunar halo npiicamd on 
the 18th. Solar halos were seen on the 7th, 10th, and 23rd. There was an aurom borealis on tho 
evening of the 11th. 

The period ended Saturday the 3i*d, was favourable on the wholo. On the morning of Thunsduy, 
the 1st, a broad band of high atmospheric pressure stretched fi’om tho Gulf of Finland .south- 
westwards to the extreme S.W. of England and S. of L,“okmd. Depressions, however, had appeared 
both off the N.W. of Norway and over Italy and the Mediterranean. In the former country .strong 
S.W. and W. gales set in, while rain fell heavily on the Riviera on botli Thursday and Friday. Jn 
England quiet, misty weather was prevalent, and in Ireland tbe air became soft and genial althougli 
the tendenej^ to showers continue^ except on the east coast. Westerly (between S.W. and N.W.) 
winds prevailed. 

Very unsettled weatlier prevailed over Western Europe during the weclc ended Saturday, tho 1 Dtli. 
Atrnospherie pressure was in a most unstable condition, and on 'Wediicsday and Thursday an unuimally 
deep depr^ion passed across Ireland in a northerly direction, causing disastrous .storrns and heavy 
downpours of rain. The intensity of this ^clonic system was increased by tho pre.'iuuco of au area 
of high atmospheric prepare over Central Europe at the time. ICiu-ly on Sunday morning a serios 
of V-shaped depressions moved enstwards fi-om Ireland to 'Wales and'England. In thuir rear a brisk 
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fall of temperature occurred, which lasted until Wednesday. On this day a very large and deep 
dupre.sfiiou came in upon the Tri.sli coasts from S..S.W. The wind first backed towa^s E., with squalls 
and heavy rain. Toiiipcraturo then iwc with a bound, so that at 9 p.ra. the ma?dmum of the day 
(58'7“) was recorded. Haiti now fell in ton-ents — 1950 inches being measured at Greystoues Co 
Wicklow. 1-lS inches at Killiuey, Co. Dublin, 178 inches at Holyhead, l o5 inches at Roche’s Point, 
Co- Cork, and 7(1!) inch in Dublin. During the night the wind rose to a tempest from SSW* 
causing grait danuige along tlio S. and E. coasts of Ireland, in the S.W. of England, and in Waloa 
I'hc g?ilo continued to blow with lessened violence on Thursday, after which the weather improved, 
although rciimining changeable to the end of the week. In Dublin the mean height of the IwTOmcter 
was 29-40;) inches, pre.SKUie ranging Ixjtwecn 28780 iiiche.s at 7.1a am. of Tlnitsday (wind, S.W.) 
and 20-912 inches at 9 p.in. of Saturday (wind, N.). The corrected mean tem|>eratnre wm 48 7®. 
The mean di-y bulb temperature at 9 am. and 9 p.m. was 46-6®. On Sunday the screened thcr- 
moiiietcra rose to (i0-6“ ; on Monday they fell to 40-0®. The rainfidl was -9G2 inch on six days, -769 
inch being registcrod on Wednesday. Hail fell on Monday. Solar halos were observed on Wednesday 
juid Satimlay. There was a slight fog on Wednesday eveniug. 

Although cold for the time of yejvr, the weather of the week ended Saturday, the 17th, was chiefly 
fino in Ireland, but much less favourable in Great Britain and on the Continent. On Sunday a large 
but not deep depression lay over the Nortli Sea, while an anticyclone waa forming over Ireland. The 
rcMiit was a prevalence of cold northerly winds and .showers of cold rain, hail or even snow in many 
)>liice3. In Dublin there was a slight snow-shower at 2.15 p.m., and hail fell heavily along the coast 
south of tlio city — indrho eveniug an aurora borealis was seen. The anticyclone in the west continued 
to develop until Tuesday evening, when the barometer read 30-48 inches in Dublin. At this time 
a still larger system of high pressure was forming over Northern Europe, so that the barometer rose 
to 30-97 iuches at Stxxikholm ou Wednesday evening and to 31 08 inches at St. Peteraburo- on TTiurs- 
ilny morning- Meanwhile, in rapid succession, two depressions formed over the Netherlands, causing 
voiy bad weather in the S.E. of England as well as in Erance and Germany. On Saturday, in 
addition, an area of low pressure approached Scotland from the north-westward. Under its influence, 
cold showery weather spread to Ireland, where a succession of dry days had been experienced earlier 
ill the week. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 30-211 inches, the barometer ranging 
from 30-480 inches at 11.45 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, N.N.E.) to 29727 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday 
(wind, N.N.W.). The coirected mean temperature was 44'5® ; the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. 
nud 9 p.m. was 43 9®. The screened thermometers fell to 327® on Sunday and rose to 53 9® on 
WodncfKlay. Tlie prevalent winds were N.W., N., and N.E The rainfall was -029 inch on two days, 
*019 inch falling on Saturday. Up to the morning of that day 1-38 iuches of rain had fallen in tlic 
south of London (Brixton) on five days. 

9’he m&st uotcworiJiy feature in the weather of the week ended Saturday, the 24th, was its 
extrome coldneas, considering the time of year. Atmospheric pressure was very unstable, and falls 
of colli i-ilin or sleet and snow occurred in most districts from time to time. The rainfalls on the 
Continent wore especially heavy and frequent, so that serious floods were produced in Italy, France, 
Oormn.Tiy, and Switsicrhincl. Dui-ing Sunday an iiTogular area of low- pressure travelled southwards 
across Great Britain. It caused squally N.W. to N. winds in Scotland and Ireland, and cold rain or 
showom in all disti-icts. Hail fell at several stations, and thunder- and lightning were reported along 
the English coasts. By 8 a,m. of Monday the dei)reasioD-centre had reached the Bristol Channd, 
whonoc it travelled towards EN.E. across England, passing out to sea near Yarmouth on Tuesday 
morning. A snb'<idiary disturbance in the S. came m on Tuesday afternoon, when rain again fell 
copiously in Dublin. On Thursday morning a trough of low prossure stretched south-westward 
from Laplaml to the Bay of Biscay. It contained three minima, and caused thunder and hail 
hIiowci-h over the Irish Sea and the English Channel. Sharp night frosts now set in at the Scotch, 
Irish, and central English stations — the sheltered thermometer falling on Thursday night to 23® at 
Nnirii and I’nr.sonstown; 29® at Wick, Loughborough, and Ardimsan ; 30® at Leith, Shields, and in 
Dublin. On. Friday n no-w disturbance encroached upon Ireland fi-om the Atlantic, temperature rose 
for a while and the wind backed to W. and freshened with rain and passing showers. Sleet and hail 
fell on Saturday. In Dublin tho mean height of the barometer was 29-547 inches, pressure rarying 
from 3»-()14 inches nt 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, W.N.W.) to 29*140 inches at 11 p.m. of Saturday {'wind, 
W by S.) The corrected mean temperature was 41*5®. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 
0 pm, was 40-6®. On Monday the screened thermometers rose to 497®; on Friday they fell to 
30-1®. The rjvinfall was -879 inch on five days, -888 inch being measured on Tuesday. Northerly 


A cmitinuance of cold, unsettled, sho-wary weather has to be recorded during tho week ended 
Saturday the 31st The rainfall in the Dublin district, althoimh frequent, was not heavy except on 
Thui-sd^* when a succession of thunder and hail-storms passea over the metropolis and its nei^b- 
hourhood’ On tlm Continent downpours of rain ^ain occurred, a.s much as 3-08 inches of rain being 
measured at Biarritz on Thursday morning.

2-605 inches fell on 14 days. From January 1st, 1896, up to October 31st, min foil at Kuock- 
doliau 00 137 days to the total amount of 27‘837 inchc-s. In 1892, tiic rainfall of the corresponding 
ten months was 27 223 inches on 140 days; in 1893, 17-801 inchas on 133 days; in 1H94, 32-221 
inches on 154 days; in 1895, 26270 inches on 131 days. 

At Clonecvin, Killiney, Co. Dublin, the rainfall in October was 5"230 inches on 21 days, compared 
with -710 inch on 14 days in 1893, 6-460 inches on 17 days in 1894, 2‘650 inches on 14 days iu 
1895, and a ten years’ average (1885-1894) of 3-278 inches on 16 days. On the 20tli, 128 inches 
fell; on the 7tli and also on the 29th, 1-18 inches fell.

November A fine, quiet, rather cold month. The scanty rainMl in Dublin — only 'UG4 inch on 

9 days — established a recoi-d for November. The barometer ruled high, and a large anticyclone 
embraced the British Islands, the North Sea and Central Europe, between the 21st and 30th. At 
fii-st W. or S.W. winds, clouds, and warmth accompanied this system, but it moved northwards and 
the easterly winds of its southern face brought with them an unusually dv}*, cold, searching 
atmosphere, together with a clear sky. 

In Dublin the arithmetical mean temperature (43-2'’) was decidedly below tbeaverivgc (44’7^) ; 
the mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 42-3*. In the thirty-one year.s ending with 
1895, November -was coldest in 1878 (M. T.=»38-2*), and in 1870 (M. 'r.= 42-2®), wunuastiu 1881 
(M. T.=60-3*). 

The mean height of the barometer was 30-I5G inches, or 0-29G inch above the corrected avci-Jigo 
value for November — namely, 29-860 inches. The mercury rose to 30-613 iiichus at 9 p.m. of tho 
24th, having fallen to 29157 inches at 2.30 p.m. of the 14th. The observed mnge of atmosydiui-ic 
pre.'i.sure was, therefore, 1-456 inches — that is, slightly les.s than an inch and a hall'.

Tbe arithmetical mean of the maximal and minimal readings was 43-2“, compared witli a twenty-live 
years’ avei-age of 44-7°. On tbe 22nd the thermometer in the screen rose to 54-0'’ — whirl, S.W. ; 
on the 6th the temperature fell to 26 2“ — wind, W. The minimum on the gi-ass was 231®, 
also on the 6th. 

The rainfall was only -004 inch, distributer! over 9 days — tlie rainfall and the rainy day.s were 
considembly below the average, a record being established. The avonigc niinfiill fur Novcmlicr 
in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive, was 2'4-52 inches, and the average number of rainy 
days was 170. In 1888, 6-459 inches fell on 2G day.s. On the other liand, Sjc niinfall in 18H!) 
was only -929 inch on 9 days. In 1895, 3-582 inches fell on 21 days. 

High winds were noted on 7 days, and attained the force of a gale on two occasions — the l.'ith 
and 28th. The atmosphere was more or less foggy in Dublin on the 4th, 5tli, 6th, 9th, 16th, 
17th, 22nd, and 24th. 

Lunar halos were seen on the 13th and 19th; solar halos on the 4th and 9th. 

During the week ended the 7th, cold but line weather prevailed until Saturday, whidi was a dull, 
damp, rainy day. At the beginning of the period nn anticyclone advanced over Scrjtlaml ami 
Ireland from the Atlantic, while various areas.of relatively low pressure were found over .SeaiuUnavia 
and Central Europe, having a geneml trend toward.s S.E. Northerly winds mth fine, but at times 
cloudy, weather held in Ireland, while rain fell in the E. and S.E. of England. On Tuesday a 
rather deep depression (29'4 inches and less) travelled southwaids across Central Europe iVom the 
Baltic. In its rear the weather became very cold owing to a snow-covering in .ScaiuUnaviii. A 
ridge of high pressure now developed over Ireland, England, and Germany, so that on 'riiiii-sday 
morning the barometer read 30-63 inches at Berlin, 30-61 inches at York, and 30'58 inchcH at 
Loughborough, Live^ool, and Dublin. Calms, fogs, and very sharp niglit-fi-osts accompanied the 
high pressure. On Thursday night the screened tnei-raomcber .sank to 23® at York, Ijoughboi-ongli 
and Parsonstown, 25“ at Cambridge and 26® in Dublin. On Friday movDing a vast depression 
was moving eastward across the North of Norway and spreading .southwards at the same time. At 
8 a.m. the barometer varied from 28*82 inches at Bodu in Norway to 30 o2 at Berlin. Strung W. 
and S.W. winds accordingly set in, with clouds, raiu, and a quickly rising tcm]iei-aturu. Saturday 
w^ a very dull, damp day in Dublin, the change from the almost cloudless skins of the l’ro.st periml 
being very marked. The mean height of the barometer was 30194 inclios, the range being fi-om 
30-5S2 inches at 9 am,, of Thursday (wind, W.) to 29-775 inches at 2 p.m. of fiatiinhiy (wind, 
W.N.W.). ^^6 mean temperature was 391®.

The earlier part of the week ended Saturday the 14th was fine Lut cold, witli moderate northorl-v 
to westerly wiiid.s. A coinplotc reversal of the conditions of dlstrihution of atmosjdic'i-ic prossure 
over Western I'Airope took ]»lacc jis the period advjuice<l. At first the bai’oiuetcr sto<jJ high in 
Jvelanil, wiicru tlio gradients were jiiodomte for northerly winds. Between Monday and Thursday 
an iiiiticyclotiQ moved slowjy soiibh-uastward fmm this country to Central France, the fall of the 
hamiuetcr in the W. iind>J.W. suhstitiiting southerly for northeily wind, s in the British Islands. 
On Fridiiy morning a largo V-shaped depixsssion extended from the Ilebride-s to the Land’s End, 
and on S/itmduy a still uuire imjiortiuit iuid deeper system of low pves.sure passed junoss Ireland in 
a narfch-c(i.stcrly direction. cau.sing s<jiully S. to W. winds an<l heavy rains or passing showei-s. 
Scjiii(linavi:i, and the extreme North of Eumpc generally, exjierienced very intense cold for the time 
of the year. Tliis was due to the fact that a good deal of suow lay on tho ground in those regioi' 3 .

Although cliangoablc, the wcjithcr of the week ended Saturday, the 21st, was genei-Jilly favour-able, 
and no cxtronies -were teconled. On Sunday cyclonic conditions prevailed. A depreasicn iu which 
the barometer rwui 29-20 inches or less lay off the Norfolk coast at S am., -while another and deeper 
low pi'c-ssure systoin (29-00 inches and leas) was found over the N.W. of Scotland, travelling so-uth- 
cjistwardH. N.W. to N. winds of considerable strength blew in Ireland, -whei-s also rain fell in the 
l(iroiu>on. By 8 a,m. of Monday the Scottish centoo of low jiressiu'e had reached Normandy, and 
tlto biu’omctcv had risen in all pivrU of the British Isles, with improving weather. On Tuesday 
moniing a tongue of volativcly high atmospheric pressure stretched south-westward from the S. of 
Sweden to Uio S. 13. of Ireland. I'rost prevailed in Dublin, as well as fog. A complex depression 
(jiiiokly &une iu from the Atlantic as the day advanced, and rain fell at night, the therraometor 
ri.siug to 32-8® in Dublin, with S.W. to W. winds. I’he remainder of the week was chiefly fine, but 
not Hcttli'.d. During Friday and Saturday an anticyclone spread over the British Islands from 
S.W., and tciniHTature became higli for the time of year with a ^ood deal of cloud and but little 
rain. In Dublin the mean lieiglit of tho Itai-oinetcr was 30-002 incheH, pressure ranging between 
2i>'33H inches at 9 a.in. of Sunday (wind, W. by N,), and 30'401 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, 
W.S.W.). Tho moan tompemture wa.' 44-5°. Tbe mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and .9 p.m. 
was 43-7'^. On 'J’uuS4lay the screened thermometers siuik to 32 0®, on Wednesday they I’ose to 
32"8®. Ibiin fell on three days to tho lunount of 132 inch, '079 inch being registered on Tuesday. 
There was a modemte gale on Smulay. Some fog prevailed on Monday and Tuesday. A lunar 
corona was seem «ni Wednesday and a lunar halo on Thnrsday. 

Anticyolonic wcatlicr avuh experienced tliroughout the greater part of tlie week ended Saturday, 
the 28th. A brood baud of high atmospheric pressure stretched across Central Europe early iu the 
r)orio<l, ami afterward.s slo-wly drifted northwards in Iront of a succession of depressions which formed 
In the .Mcditorriuioan Busin and over the Poninsula The <U.sbributioa of prossuro just described 
caused S.W. aiul W. wind.s and resultimt high temperatures in Ii-ehm<l, Scotland, imd Scandinavia, 
E. and N.E. windH tind much lower temperetures in Austria., Genmuiy, France, aud the S.E. and. E. 
of England. On Sunday the thenaometer in the screen rose to 54® iti Dublin, 56“ at Leibli and 
]>o 7 iaghftdeo, and 50® at Paraonstowi, Aberdeen, and Naini — even as far north as Chriatiansuud in 
Norway (fjot. 03®) the maxiimim on this day was 54". Slight rain fell at various points iu the 
Bvitifdi 1b1c.s hotween Monday and Thursday, but the -weather was geneiiilly dry although overcast, 
dull and misty or foggy. The ridge of high bwometer gradually moved northwai-d, so that 
eafitcriy winds took the place of tho westerly winds of the beginning, and. tho calms of tlm middle, 
(if tho week. With the easterly winds came a con.siderable reduction of tempemture to the 
•Ccnitincnt and Uie southem hsiif of the United Kingdom. On Friday tlie anticyclone showed a 
remarkable lessening of its intensity. Its centi-o was then found over Scotland, where the 
barometer be-'^in to lise while it continued to fall over Frence and the Bay of Biscay. Ste^ 
irradieiitH for easterly winds were in this way formed, so that the wind freshened to a gale from E. 
on Saturday with cold showers at exposed east coast stationa In Dublin the mean height of the 
bai-ometci was 30-415 inches, pressure ranging from 30-C13 inches at 9 p.m. of Tuesday (wind. 
S S E.) to 30-004 inches at 0 am. of Saturday (wind, E.N.E.> The mean temperature was 4G-4". 
The mean chy bulb temperature at 9 am. and 9 p.m. was 45-G®. On Sunday the screened ther- 
momotors rose W on Tlraisday they fell to «-l°. Sam fell on tn-o <taya to the amonnt of 
•021 inch -012 incli bring measured on Tuesday. The prevailing winds were W.S.M^ and E.N.E. 

The last two days wei-e bright, cold, and very di-y. Sovei-e frost occuned in England on Monday, 
tho 30th when tho thermometer road 20® iu the screen at Loughborough at 8 am. 

Tho nVmfall in Dublin dui-ing the eleven months ending November 30LU amounted to 22'71 6 
iiirima on 174 days, compared with 15'373 inches on 141 days during the same period in 1^7, 
27-760 inches ou 191. days in 1894, 27-29S inches on 167 days m 1895, and a twenty-five 
vear.s’ average of 25'292 inches on 177 4 days. . n • -vt on- * t. 

^ At Kuockdolion. Groystones, Co. Wicklow, tho rainfall in November was 'SOo inch 
di.stributcd over 10 days. Of this quantity '390 inch fell on the 14th, and '260 inch tall on 
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the 13th. From January 1st, 189G, up to November 30th, rain fcU at that Htiition on 14T 
days, and to the total amount of 28-G42 inches. Tlie coirasponding figures for 1803 were 
19-686 inches on 150 days, for 1894, 35-716 inches on 168 days, and lor 18SJ5, 31715 inches on 
151 days. 

At Cloneevin, Killiney, Co. Dublin, -58 inch of rain foil on 9 days, compared witli a ton 
years’ average of 2'737 inches on 17‘6 days. Tlie inaxinial fall in 2+ hours was '23 inch on tho 
14th. Since Jaiiua-ry 1st, 1806, 26-31 inches of min have fallen at this station on 159 days. 

Bbcember — A generally unsettled, open, rainy month. The only sevore frost oxpcvionceil in the 
British Islands occurred between tlie 15th and 20th. It was moat severe in Conti*al Ireland, -wlicre 
the thermometer in the screen sank, on the morning of Sunday, the 20th, to 18° at Markreo Castle, 
Co. Sligo, 16*’ at Pavsonstown, King’s Co., and 14*^ at Edenfel, Omagh, Go. Tyrone. Tim distribution 
of atmospheric pressure was almost exclusively cyclonic, and the vai-iations in tlio Ivciglit of the 
barometer wore abrupt and rapid. The chief depveasions observed appeared at the mouth of the 
English Channel, up winch they usually travelled in an irregular fashion, causing downpours of rain 
and violent gales in the South of England and North of Fiunce. In the chising period of the month, 
vast depressions skirted our extreme N.W. and N. coasts on their -way to Northern Europe, and, as 
in 1805, a remarkable wave of wai-mth passed over Western Europe. 

In Dublin the arithmetical mean temperature (41-4°) was a shade above the- average (41'3“) ; 
the mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 40-8®. In the thirty-one ycjirs ending with 
1805, December was coldest in 1878 (M. T. = 32-8®), and in 1874 (M. T. = 36-8®), and -wai-most 
in 1865 (M. T. - 46-2®). In 1895, the M. T. was 41-6'’. 

The mean height of the barometer was 29 702 inches, or 0-173 inch below the corrected average 
value for December — namely, 29 -875 inches. The mercury i-ose to 30-301 inches at 9 a.m. of the 27th, 
and fell to 28-784 inches at 9 am. of the 6th. The observed range of atmospheric pressure was, 
therefore, 1-617 inches — that is, a little more than one inch and a half. 

Tlie mean temperature deduced from daily readings of the dry bulb thennometer at 9 a.m. and 
9 p.m, was 40-8°, or 1-5® beW the value for NovemW, and 3'0® below that for October, 1896. 
Using the formula, Mean Temp. = Min. -f (max. — min. x -52), the value was 41-6°, or O'l® above 
the average mean temperature for December, calculated in the same way, in the twenty -five years, 
1865-89, inclusive (41-5°). The ariiihmetical mean of the maximal and minimal readings was 
41-4®, compared with a twenty-five years’ average of 41'3®. On the 26th the thennometer in the 
screen rose to 57'6® — wind. S.W.; on the 18th and again on the 20tli the teinpcraturo fell to 
27-0® — wind, W.N.W. The minimum on the grass was 24-1®, on the 18th. There wore only 5 days 
of frost in the screen, but 23 days of frost on the grass. 

The rainfall was 4-185 inches, distributed over os many as 20 days. The average rainfall for 
December in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, -Nvas 2'404 inches, and the average miinbcr of rainy 
dfl.ys was 16-9. Both rainfall, thei-efore, and rainy days were considerably above the average. Tn 
1876 the i-ainfall in December was very large — 7-566 inches on 22 days. In 1872, 4-032 
inches fell on as many as 24 days; and in 1868 (which -was otherwise a fine and dry year) 
4-749 inches fell on as many as 27 days. On the other hand, in 1867, only -771 inch was 
measured on 13 days; in 1892, only 795 inch on 10 day.s; and in 1871, only 797 inch on 15 djiys. 
In 1885, oi-ily ‘742 inch of rain was measured on but 10 days ; hut in 1895 the rainfall wiis 
3-944 inches on 27 days. 

Solar halos appeared on the 4th, 13th, and 14th ; a lunar halo on the 23rd. High -winds were 
noted on 12 da^'s, but attained the force of a gale on only 2 occasions — the 26th and 30tli. The atmo- 
sphere was more or less foggy in Dublin on the 4th, .5th, 11th, 13th, 20th, 22nd, and 23rd. No snow 
01- sleet fell in Dublin. Hau fell on the 9th and ISth. Aurora borealis was seen on the 3rd. 

A succession of very large and deep depraasions began to approach tho S.W. of liotli Ireland and 
England from the Atlantic on Tuesday, the 1st. The sky become densely clouded, temperature ro.se, 
and squally S.E. and S. -winds .set in accompanied by heavy falls of rain in all districts. At S sun. of 
Friday the centi’e of a depression lay near the Scilly Isles, where the barometer was down to 28-69 
inches. In the evening of this day the l eading at Jersey was 28'32 inches. On Saturday pressure 
remained very lo-w, but as gi-adients became less steep the gales died down. Bright aurora l>orcali» 
was seen on Thursday evening in Scotland and Ireland. In Dublin the barometer fell to 28-822 inehc-s 
at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind calm). The sheltered thermometer rose to 5T8® on Thursday, and foU 
to 86'1 on Friday. The prevailing -wind was S.E. Rainfall amounted to 1-220 inches on four days, 
730 inch being registered on Friday. 

The weather was very unsettled during the greater part of the week ended Saturday, the 1 2th 
and rain fell in large quantities — the downpour in the night of Tuesday, the 8th, being particularly, 
heavy on the east coast of Ireland near Diiblin. On Sunday morning the centre of a lai-gc and deep 
depression lay at the entrance to the English Channel, the barometer reading only 28'46 inches in 
the Scilly Isles and 28-49 inches at Brest. At Kilkenny Castle tho reading was 28‘38 inches. Light 
nortlierly^ winds blew over Ireland, where temperature wa.s rather low. Monday was fine and bright, 
but cold in Dublin. In the afternoon a beautiful conjunction of the moon and tho planet Venus was 
well seen in a cloudless sky.^ On Tuesday there was a complete change in the weather owing to the 
arrival oflf the West Coast of Ireland of a new area of low prMsure. This was quickly followed by 
another depression, which moved up St. George’s Channel at night, producing tho do-wiipour of rain 
on tho East CJoast of Ireland, of which mention is made above. In Dublin the measurement on Wed- 
nesday morning was 1-388 inches. The depression reached Anglesea at 8 a.m., but then changed its 
course and travelled eastwards across central England to Holland. Thursday was a gloomy wet day, 
cau.sed by aoiother and a complex depression, in the wake of which came a bright day on Friday. 
Tills improvement "was only temporary, for Saturday broke dull and wet -with tho haromoter do-wn 
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half an incli from Frirlay's reading. In the afternoon the wind shifted to N.W. and thn sky cleared 
with ft fulling ti.-mpenvturc. In Duldin the mean barometric pressure was 2i)’-i98 inches, pressure 
ningiiig liefcwc-ini d«-7b+ inches at !) u.m. of Sunday (wind.

On Tliuiiiday night the fi'O.st was severe in Central Ii'olancl, PiU'eona- 
town reporting a mintiiium of 21*'. Even in Dublin, the thermometer sunk to 27'0“ in the screen 
and to 2-kl'-' on the giTUis.

The minfjiil at Cloneevin, Killiney, in December, 1890, was 5-03 inches on 22 daya The marimaJ 
fall in 24 hoin-s was 1-21 inches on the 8th. The avez-age December rainfall of the ten years, 
‘1885-94. WHS 2-UljO inches on 14'7 days. In the year 1896 the total rainfall amounted bj 31-34 
inches on 181 days. The ma.Kimal daily fall was 1-93 inches on July 25. TheroinfaU for 1896. though 
le.ss than that of 1895(-32-85 inches) or 1894 (=32-64 inches) was largely in 6xceMoftheAvera|eot 
the eleven ve.ar.s 18S5-95, viz., 26-15 inche.s. Rain measuring -01 inch and upwards iell on 181 days, 
tho Hvcrai'u of eleven years being 177. During the Erst six months only C'OS inches fell on 70 days. 
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There was a period of absolute drought from April 30 to May 17, aiul of partial drought fi-oui 
April 14 to Juno 3, during which only '41 inch was recorded. Ou July 25 thci'o was a thuuder- 
atorm between 2.45 and 4 p.m., and during these 75 minutes 1’90 iiichc-s fell. The full for^July — 
6'72 inches — is the highest recorded in any oue month .since the olworvatiotis wore begun. 'J'hat of 
May is the lowest, with the exception of February, 1891, during which month only ‘OS iuuh fell. 
Snow tell on three days only — March 3 and 28, and December IS — but tlitl not lie for any time. 
The winter months of the year were exceptionally mild.

If it be remembered that the rainfall in 18S7 was very cxccptioually small — 16 601 inches, tlie only 
approach to this measurement in Dublin being in 1870, when oidy 20 859 inches fell, in 1SH4, 
when the measurement was 20‘467 inches, and in 1893 with its rainfall of 2()‘4'J3 inchc.s. In seven 
of the twenty-five years in question the rainfall was Ic-ss than 26 inches?. 

The scanty rainfall iu 1887 was in marked contrast to the abundant downpour in 1SS6 when 
32'966 inches— or as nearly ns possible double the fall of lvSS7 — foil on 220 days. Only twice since' 
these records commenced has the rainfall in Dublin exceeded tliat of IS.'sQ — namely, in lS72,wliuii 
35’6CG incliea fell on 238 days, and in 1880, when 34 512 inche-s wore measurcil m'l, Imwovor, only 
188 days.' 

In 1896, there were 194 rainy days, or days upon which not le.ss than •00-5 inch of rain (liv«‘ 
thousands of an inch) was ineasmed. This was almost exactly equal to tho avenigu mimbor of i-aiuy 
days, which wa.s 194‘3 in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive. In 1868 and 18.S7 — tho warm 
dry years of recent times — the rainy days were only 100, and in 1870 tl\ey were only 14.5. 

Tho rainfall in 24hoiu-s fromO a.m.to 9 a.m.exceedecfoneinohoiitwooccwsionsiiil.sn2 — vik, May 
28th (2056 inches) and August IGth (1*310 inches). On no occasion in 18!).‘> dul omi iiicla of rain 
fall on a given day in Dublin. In 1894 falls of upwards of an inch of rain in 24 hoars wore 
recorded on four oceisions, viz., May loth (1 -330 indies) ; July 24th (I'oUO inclicH) ; August 2.5th 
(1*369 inches) ; and Octobci- 23i*d (1-042 inches). In 1895, 1'802 iuchi.’s fell on January I2th ; 

1- 014 inches on July 24th ; and 1-25G iuchoson July 2oth. In 1896, 1-563 inches Ibll mi July 8th ; 

2- 020 inches ou July 24th ; and 1-388 inches on December 8th, 

Included in the 194 rainy days in 1896 are 7 ou which snow or sleet fell, and IS on which 
there was hail In March hail w»is observed ou 4 days, in April on {} ilays, in June, Au'-nt.st, ainl 

September on 1 day, in October ou 3 days, and on 2 da}rs in Decembor. Snow m- slnet fell 

on 1 day in Junuai-y, on 3 daj's in Mai*cih, and also on 3 days in Octobor. Tlauider occurrod on 
6 occasions during the year — once in April, twice in June, once iu July, Augu.sfc, and UcUiber. 
Lightning was also seen on four occasions in September, and once in July and October. 

i-ainfall in the first six months was 7854 inches, on 84 days. Tho rainfall oxeoeded 3 
inches in March (3-310), July (5-474), September (5-073), and December (4185). In May it wa.s 
only -190 inch on 7 days. 

The rainfall was distributed as follows 4-898 inches fell on 47 days in the fii-st qum-tor, 2-956 
inclies on 37 days in the second, 11*683 inches on 59 days in the third, 7 364 inches on 51 days in 
the fourth and lost quarter. 

Aurora borealis was observed on five occasions — namely, on February IStb, March 4th, May 2nd, 
October 11th, and December 3rd. More or less fog prevailed on 6 1 occa.sions — 10 in January, 8 in 
February, 6 in March, 2 iu April, May, July, and.Saptemboi-, 4 in October, 8 in No^-eInb^l•, aiid 7 in 
December. High winds were noted on 114 days— 9 in January, 8 in Fcbvuni-y, 17 in March, 
8 in Api-a, 3 in May, 7 in June, 4 in July, IS in August. 16 in Scptciulwr, 11 m October, 7 bi 
November, and 12 in December. The high winds amounted to gales (force 7 or upwai-d.s according 
to the Beaufort scale) on 32 occasions- -2 in January, 10 in March, 2 in April, 1 in May, Juno, 
and July, 3 in August, 7 in September, 1 in October, 2 iu November and December.

The mociiis oparandi in one class of offences appem-s to lie ns fnllows: wlmn ji memher of a family 
IS entered in a Friendly Society or ludustiia! Assurance Conip;iny, the age i.s fi-cqimntly given us 
much below the real age in order to reduce tho amount of the iivcniimn iifiyjihlo. After a time 
the person dies, and then the registry is effected so as to .suit tho statementH nrcviou.slv ntatle to 
the Society or Company. 

Howcver. it sometime-s happens tliat the informant overlooks tho fact tlmb tlm iigo in the 
regj.ster should correspond with the age in tlio policy, and, in order to obtain the innm'.y, anotlicr 
cnminal act is then necessary, namely, making a declaration iH-fovc a iiui''dHtrnle, alUudm' tlio age 
coiTectly given m the register to an incorrect age, U» agree with Uio ago in the poliey. 

Al^ough the grea'test pains have l>ecn taken to obtain evidence in the.so cases to eonvicc the 
offenders, it is to be regretted that on nmny occasions the procoedings had to ho abandoned 
for want of docuinertary preof of ago, (hough no reasonable doubt exi.sted that the offonc<? harl 
been committed. 
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In several cases the age of a deceased person has been saccessfally proved from a rnorriage register, 
giving the age at time of marriage, and in other cases the age inserted or proposed to be inserted in 
the repster, nas been proved to be impo^ible fnim the records of the births or baptisms of tlffi 
children of the deceased ; but of course, os a rule, the absence of reliable records of birth or baptism 
of old persons, makes it exceedingly difficult to deal with cases affecting them. 

In addition to the above mentioned, there were a number of cases during the year in which 
proceedings were taken under the 26 & 27 Vic., cap. 90, before the magistrates at Petty Sessions for 
corrections in marriage registers, the summonses in these cases being issued at the instance of 
local Kegistration Officers. 

A sum of £130 was provided in the estimate to meet legal charges. The total cost of the legal 
service of tlie Department during the year was £128 13s. 4<Z, of which sum £99 5s. 2cZ. was paid 
for local prafessionol assistance, and £10 4>s. for mileage to the Regi.strars.
